WHITE BIRCH FOR MOTHER 


Aside from those garden shops 
that offer potted plants and other 
florists’ items, few nursery outlets 
have enjoyed any part of the exten- 
sive business created at Mothers’ 
day. But that may be changed by 
the recent discovery by the director 
of public information of the Ameri- 
can Association of Nurserymen that 
the white birch has long been hon- 
ored as the national mothers’ tree. 
According to data verified by the 
Library of Congress, Solon Parks, 
Reading, Pa., planted the first white 
birch as a mothers’ tree in 1923 on 
the shores of Lake Antietam, Pa. 
The following year one was planted 
on the south lawn of the White 
House dedicated to the mothers of 
the presidents, and the next year 
one was planted by the children of 
Washington, D. C., to honor the 
mothers of the nation. In 1928 one 
was planted at Fredericksburg, Va., 
at the grave of Mary Washington, 
mother of the first president, and in 
1932 a national mothers’ tree was 
planted in Arlington cemetery by 
the Gold Star mothers in honor of 
the mother of the Unknown Soldier, 
when soil from all the states and 
Canada was placed at the roots. 

Consequently, it is proposed that 
the white birch be publicized nation- 
wide as the national mothers’ tree. 
In some localities the white birch 
will not appeal to all nurserymen 
as a good sales item. But just as the 
florists found it desirable to popu- 
larize all flowers as Mothers’ day 
gifts, instead of a white carnation 
for mother gone and a pink carna- 
tion for mother living, so the 
A. A. N. director of public informa- 
tion wisely suggests the idea of pink- 
flowering trees for mothers living 
and, particularly, rose plants for 
mother, in pots or containers, for 
the home or garden. 

In the northern half of the coun- 
try Mothers’ day falls at a time 
when the spring planting season is 
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in its stride, and if nurserymen have 
offerings suitable for presentation to 
mother on the day or in advance of 
it, for permanent planting in the 
garden, sizable additions to sales 
will result. Florists nowadays offer 
potted plants, including some to be 
set out in the spring flower beds, as 
cut flowers are high-priced at the 
season. Suitable plants for similar 
purpose provided by nurserymen 
would be a natural step. 





ARBOR DAY 


Arbor day is important to the 
public and to horticulture alike, be- 
cause it calls attention to the impor- 
tance of tree planting today. Yet it 
should be more than that. In any 
recognition or observance of the day, 
or in any tree-planting ceremonies, 
consideration should be given to the 
selection of a suitable species, its 
proper planting and its later mainte- 
nance for maximum usefulness. 

The founder of Arbor day, Ster- 
ling G. Morton, was a resident of 
Nebraska, and in his day the plant- 
ing of any kind of a tree was impor- 
tant in the plains states of the mid- 
west, because the prairies were so 
barren. 

Since that time planting in that 
area has multiplied, and today tree 
planting is more carefully done and 
with selection as to species. While 
nurserymen, arborists, foresters and 
others who work with trees are fully 
aware of the relative importance of 
species of trees and their compara- 
tive usefulness, the public is not so 
well informed. 

Arbor day can serve a greater 
purpose if it is the occasion of ac- 
quainting the public more fully on 
the subject of trees, in planting cere- 
monies, in the schools, in the press, 
over the radio and television and in 
other ways. 

Arbor day would be of more im- 
portance nationally were it not for 
the varying climate in the various 
states, as well as the shifting weather 
of the spring season from year to 
year. Though a date in April is cus- 
tomary in the largest number of 
states, it is not suitable in others, 
and in any state much depends upon 
the spring weather. But the observ- 
ance of the day is still important in 
any state as an occasion not only to 
bring tree planting to the public 
notice, but to spread more widely 
present-day knowledge as to the 
value of trees, their characteristics 
and their everyday merits. 


SELECTING THE BEST 


Changing architectural styles, an 
expanded market and a more in- 
formed gardening public have im- 
pelled nurserymen to seek informa- 
tion on the newer and better varie- 
ties of shrubs and trees for their 
planting lists. Old varieties or spe- 
cies go out of date; others are sup. 
planted by new varieties now gain- 
ing in production, and modern 
propagation makes available better 
species too costly before. Efforts 
to sort out the species have been 
made from time to time in articles 
in this magazine, in arboretum bul- 
letins, in gardening magazines and 
in books. With changing times, up- 
to-date appraisal is important to 
commercial nurserymen, as a matter 
of prestige and profit. 

On the opposite page begins a 
series of articles which will appraise 
genera of shrubs and trees in cul- 
tivation in this country, one by one 
from month to month, so that read- 
ers may be informed of the results 
of tests and observations in various 
places by a recognized horticultural 
writer who has done this so well be- 
fore. Not only is he well informed 
as to the plants on which he writes, 
but he is familiar with the nursery 
industry and its requirements, so 
that his conclusions have direct 
practical value. 


GARDEN SHOWS 

The calendar of the month before 
Easter was crowded with garden 
shows in various localities through- 
out the country. The number seems 
to be on the increase year by year, 
and it should be, in view of the grow- 
ing interest in gardening. Such 
events have become more practical, 
also, with increased participation by 
nurserymen and other gardening in- 
terests, although some of the spec- 
tacles of the old flower shows, such 
as mass displays of florists’ cut blooms 
and flowering potted plants, may be 
lacking. The shows have become 
more instructive with the inclusion 
of educational exhibits by universi- 
ties, experiment stations and others, 
as well as displays by the manufac- 
turers of and dealers in garden equip- 
ment, supplies and sundries. 

Garden shows will increase in 
number, size, interest and variety if, 
in each locality, they have the spon- 
sorship and participation of 
groups concerned with horticulture. 
These include the amatuer organi-

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Sorting the Woody Ornamentals 


Foremost among the Forsythias 


In the last issue of the “Plant Buy- 
ers Guide,” some 29 different for- 
sythias were listed as being com- 
mercially available in America. Of 
these, only about seven or eight are 
really worth growing, if that many. 
Every plantsman knows the value of 
these early spring blooming plants; 
knows that they are easily propa- 
gated, grow quickly and can be 
quickly sold. 

There is a limit to their flower 
bud hardiness (zone 5), and in cold- 
er areas they are not worth grow- 
ing, for their flowers are their chief 
ornamental characteristic. Without 
them they might just as well be re- 
placed by hardier shrubs which can 
be depended upon to flower and 
fruit. They lack autumn color (ex- 
cept one species and its hybrid) and 
they have no interesting fall fruits. 
There are a few that might be grown 
for their form alone, but certainly 
not eight. 


Main Groups 


Of the main forsythia groups, the 
F. intermedia types are vigorous, up- 
right-growing plants 9 feet or more 
in height that can quickly grow out 
of hand on the small place. They 
are long-lived shrubs, as is evidenced 
by several plants in the Arnold Ar- 
boretum, Jamaica Plain, Mass., that 
are over 50 years old and still are 
in perfect condition. The old-fash- 
ioned F. suspensa fortunei is more

This article is the first in a series 
appraising the most important spe- 
cies and varieties in the genera of 
shrubs and trees cultivated in this 
country. The author's long experience 
at the Arnold Arboretum, his obser- 
vation and reports on plants growing 
elsewhere in the country and his fa- 
miliarity with the public’s and the 
trade’s requirements enable him to 
compare the newer varieties with 
those more familiar to nurserymen. 
Each month a separate genus of 
shrubs or trees will be discussed. 








gracefully arching in habit but does 
not have the dense flowers of its 
hybrid (F. intermedia). 

Siebold’s forsythia (F. suspensa 
sieboldi) is the one that can easily 
hang over a wall or can be trained 
to a trellis almost in vine habit. 
There are now several dwarf forms 
that may have merit on small prop- 
erties. Arnold Dwarf has very poor- 
ly colored flowers when these are 
produced, and they are not profuse, 
but it makes an excellent ground 
cover. F. viridissima bronxensis is 
very dwarf and does flower pro- 
fusely. 


Flower Colors Vary 


As far as the flower colors of the 
different types are concerned, they 
range from a very weak greenish yel- 
low to a rich, deep, brassy yellow, 
with the primrose yellow variety be-

ing halfway between the two ex- 
tremes. The dense flower clusters of 
F. intermedia spectabilis are still ad- 
mired by many, but there are those 
who seem to prefer the better dis- 
tribution of flowers along the stems 
of Lynwood Gold. Certainly one 
does not have to depend now on the 
oldest forsythia in cultivation (F 
suspensa sieboldi), for it is not near- 
ly so well covered with blossoms as 
are some of the newer forms. 

Autumn color is noted chiefly in 
F. viridissima, which is not one of 
the hardiest species. However, this 
is one of the parents of the F. in- 
termedia clan, so that occasionally 
one finds intermedia clones that have 
some tendency to color a purplish 
red in the fall. These plants are as- 
sets, since they bring color into the 
garden for a second period (fall) 
This is naturally a desired trait. es- 
pecially in the small garden. Usu- 
ally, the smaller the garden the less 
room for forsythias unless they have 
that second season of interest or are 
dwarf, with good flowers. 

It is the object of this article to 
enumerate the good and bad points 
of all the varieties that are known 
to be growing in this country and 
to point out the few that might be 
considered really worth while. There 
is no doubt that some will take ex- 
ception to such recommendations, 
but it has always been my thought 
that there are some groups of plants

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in which too many mediocre to 
downright worthless varieties are be- 
ing offered the American gardener. 

Sometimes this is merely because 
of lack of knowledge or experience 
on the part of the grower; some- 
times he has definite ideas on the 
subject, and occasionally unusual 
growing situations in his area cause 
him to grow certain varieties oth- 
ers would call mediocre. In any 
event, the discussion here of the 
species and varieties of forsythias 
should provoke thought on the part 
of all who grow them. If the dis- 
cussion results in better varieties be- 
ing offered the plant-buying public, 
the discussion will have served its 
purpose. 

Species and Varieties 

This is a native of 
Albania, the only truly European 
forsythia. It has been in America 
since 1900 (the original plant is still 
growing in the Arnold Arbretum 
and is much less ornamental than 
the Asiatic species, which is the rea- 
son why only one American nursery- 
man lists it. It grows about six feet 
tall, and the flowers are usually 
borne singly, so that it makes a poor 
display. 

I have noticed that the flower buds 
are almost as hardy as those of F. 
ovata but even this is no reason why 
it should be grown for ornamental 
display. It is easily distinguished 
from the other species by the fact 
that the leaves are usually entire; at 
most, they have only a few teeth on 
the leaf margin. 


F. europaea: 


F. giraldiana: A recent arrival 
from northern China (1938) intro- 
duced into America by the Arnold 


Arboretum, this species is closely re- 
lated to F. intermedia. The flowers 
are smaller than those of F. inter- 
media varieties, and, as far as I can 
see, there is no need to grow it as 


an ornamental. It frequently blooms 
even before F. ovata. 

F. intermedia: Originating in Eu- 
rope before 1880, this is a cross be- 
tween F. suspensa and F. viridissima. 
Because of this, one can usually find 
characteristics of both these species 
in most F. intermedia varieties. As 
a rule, these are vigorous, upright- 
growing plants. Some have an arch- 
ing habit, but none of them is nearly 
so graceful as F. suspensa. Occasion- 
ally, a touch of autumn color (pur- 
plish red) is seen in the foliage, but 
not enough to warrant growing them 
for this reason alone. 

The most popular of the botani- 
cal varieties of this hybrid 
is spectabilis, first grown in Germany 
by the Spaeth nursery, Berlin, in- 
troduced about 1906 and brought to 
America by the Arnold Arboretum 
in 1908. It has proved one of the 
most popular of all the forsythias 
ever since. In fact, up to a few years 
ago, this had the largest and dark- 
est vellow flowers of any of the en- 
tire group. 


Thoroughly Dependable 


For those who want a thoroughly 
dependable forsythia, this certainly 
is it. This and densiflora, which 
Spaeth introduced in 1899, prob- 
ably have more flowers than any of 
the other species and botanical va- 
rieties although some of the newly 
named clones produce just as many 

The variety primulina (primrose 
forsythia) originated as a chance 


species 
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seedling in the Arnold Arboretuin a 
few years before 1915 and is valued 
for its light yellow flowers, but Lyn- 
wood Gold probably produces more 
flowers. F. intermedia densiflora does 
not surpass F. intermedia spectabilis 
in flower production and, because its 
flowers are lighter yellow than those 
of the showy border forsythia, it is 
justly less popular. This too could 
well be one of the varieties to over- 
look. 

F. intermedia vitellina was intro- 
duced by Spaeth in 1899. (The nam 
means color of egg volk.) It has the 
smallest flowers of the intermedia 
group of hybrids, and this explains 
why it is properly not offered by 
American nurserymen. 

F. japonica: Both this species and 
its Korean variety (saxatilis) bear 
their flowers singly, hence they mak 
poor display plants. Neither one is 
offered in American nurseries, but 
they are both growing in the collec- 


tions at the Arnold Arboretum 
Their poor bloom and poor habit 
would be reasons enough to omit 


them from any commercial planting 


F. ovata: This has the reputation 


having the hardiest flower buds 
among the forsythias, but the flow- 
ers certainly do not compete with 
those of the less hardy varieties. This 


species is often erratic flower: It 
may bloom well one year and then 
do poorly for two or three years. In 
the collection at the Arnold Ar- 
boretum this plant may flower 10

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Flower Shows Herald Spring Season 


Top Honors Reward Nurserymen’s Participation in Major Exhibitions 


The major flower shows are clear- 
ly broadening the scope of their edu- 
cational contributions to horticul- 
tural interests. Practical methods 
have accent, and there is expansion 
of the idea that gardens can and 
do serve various purposes in a fam- 
ly’s living plans. Some idea of how 
the important exhibitions this sea- 
son performed their valued 
ice of stimulating gardening enthu- 
siasm can be gained from the follow- 
ing accounts of the shows held last 
month at New York, Philadelphia, 
Boston, Washington and Chicago.

NEW YORK SHOW 

Spring turned the corner for close 
to 200,000 flower lovers and garden 
enthusiasts when a burst of color 
and fragrance spilled over in the 
form of the 42nd International flow- 
er show staged at the New York 
Coliseum, New York city, March 7 
to 14. 

The floral spectacular, cospon- 


sored by the New York Florists’ Club

medal for Panfield Nurseries, Inc., at New York's International flower show 


and the Horticultural Society of 
New York, was highly praised by 
officials of both groups as being one 
of the finest shows in the postwar 
period. For the first time in its his- 
tory, the event was extended to run 
for eight days instead of the cus- 
tomary seven, and total attendance 
for the show was expected to ap- 
proach an all-time high. 

Sunday, March 8, 32,000 urban 
and suburban gardeners jammed the 
main aisle of the Coliseum’s exhibi- 
tion floor, according to John Ed- 
wards, executive director, the largest 
single day's attendance for any event 
ever staged in the huge exhibition 
building 

In keeping with the show’s pur- 
pose of providing visitors with “dem- 
onstrations of the best knowledge,

methods and ideas in the field of us- 
ing plants and flowers for the bene- 
fit of all,” this year’s show 
planned around the theme “A Gar- 
den Community.” 

As is usually the case, the display 
gardens on the main exhibition floor 
attracted the most attention. AIl- 
though the majority of the gardens 
were planned to enable the average 
homeowner to adapt some of the 
ideas and materials shown, several 
adhered to formal design lines. whil 
others stressed the naturalistic ap- 
proach in landscape design. 

Brookside Nurseries, Darien. 
Conn., was the recipient of the In- 
ternational flower trophy, a 
special trophy from the Belgian Be- 
gonia Growers’ Association, and th: 
Lambertus C. Bobbink memorial 
trophy for a June garden of peonies, 
delphinium and lilies, with a mod- 
ern cylindrically shaped shelter serv- 
ing as a focal point for the floral 
display. The shelter was at the ex- 
treme left-hand side of the garden, 
with the entrance planted with tu- 
berous begonias, hybrid rhododen- 
drons and variegated pachysandras 
as a ground cover. Beds of peonies, 
delphinium and lilies swept around 
an informal lawn area and were 
backed by flowering mountain laurel 
For added color, a cluster of salmon- 
colored tuberous begonias was placed 
in the foreground at the extrem 
right of the garden. 

New York Club Trophy 

The New York Florists’ Club tro- 
phy was awarded to Towpath Gar- 
dens, West Hartford, Conn., for a 
naturalistic garden using native plant 
materials grouped around an old

The semiformal garden was on two 
levels, with a weathered brick rear 
terrace planted with the firm’s new 
and proved varieties. Beds in the 
foreground were separated by a grass 
mall and planted in color tones of 
red, pink and white. Tree roses were 
used for accents in both beds. A 
small, sheltered terrace on the ex- 
treme left-hand side of the garden 
was flanked by a deep maroon climb- 
ing rose. 

Dalsimer, Inc., and Landscape As- 
sociates, Cedarhurst, L. IL, N. Y., 
were given an International flower 


for the recent Philadelphia spring flower show. 


show certificate for an exotic garden 
designed in the Japanese style. This 
display featured the sparse and in- 
terrelated use of plants, rocks and 
gravel in a garden which followed 
the Oriental motif. A simulated 
backdrop of a modern home, com- 


bined with Oriental furnishings, 
completed the unusual garden de- 
sign. 


A similar certificate was given to 
Goldfarb’s Arcadian Gardens, New 
York, for a do-it-yourself suburban 
garden. Design theme of the garden 
was to make use of outdoor living 
areas, with a redwood, pagoda-type 
terrace overlooking an informal mall 
area and a raised fountain area at 
the extreme end. Beds of orange, 
white and yellow azaleas were plant- 
ed on the terrace, with dogwood and 
birch trees used for accents at the 
corners. 

Panfield Nurseries, Inc., Hunting- 
ton, L. I., was given a gold medal

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award for “A Quiet Garden,” which 
featured two separate sitting-out 
areas, one paved with stone and the 
other with redwood, that overlooked 
lawn panels centered with an armil. 

Raised beds 
of pink azaleas, Daphne cneorum 
and bleeding hearts were used 
conjunction with beds of pink, yel- 
low, purple and white tulips. The 
garden was surrounded by hedges of 
holly and yew, with dogwood and a 
cedar of Lebanon to suggest shade 
and shelter. 

Madsen & Christensen, Flowers & 
Greenhouses, Ltd., Wood-Ridge, 
N. J., was given a gold medal for 
decorating the columns and en. 
tranceways of the exhibition hall 
with planted boxes and tubs of 
genistas, marguerite daisies and aza- 
leas. The decorations blended in 
well with the gardens and floral dis. 
plays and came in for a large share 
of favorable comment by officials 
and spectators alike. 

A flower show bronze medal was 
won by the ornamental horticulture 
department of the Long Island Agri- 


cultural and Technical Institute. 
Farmingdale, L. I., N. Y., for an in- 


formal garden designed to attract 
bird life. A log round terrace, with 
a running stream and two natural 
pools, was surrounded by plantings 
of birch, pine and dogwood and 
underplanted with berry - bearing 
shrubs. A cluster of daffodils was 
used in the front of the pool for a 
color accent. 

The departments of horticulture 
at Cornell University, Ithaca, and 
Rutgers University, New Brunswick, 
N. J., pooled their talents and ef- 
forts to conduct an_ information 
booth staffed by faculty members of 
both schools as well as county agents 
from New York and New Jersey. 

The T. A. Weston memorial tro- 
phy was given to the New York 
Botanical Garden for an_ exhibit 
which featured the types of plant 
material to use in heavily shaded 
locations. The Brooklyn Botanic 
Garden was awarded a bronze medal 
for a display centered on proper 
pruning techniques. 





PHILADELPHIA SHOW 


Huge acacia trees, giants 20 feet 
tall, dominated a 4,000 square foot 
area in the Commercial Museum as 
the central feature of the 32nd an- 
nual Philadelphia flower show, held 
March 9 to 14. About 100,000 per- 
sons viewed the exhibition. 

Thousands of visitors streamed 
into the 4-acre arena daily for the 
“once-in-a-lifetime” tropical treat 
made possible by Mr. and Mrs. Rob- 
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ert G. Stone, Dedham, Mass., who 
lent the acacias. It is the largest 
privately owned collection of acacia 
in the United States. 

The setting for the golden, tower- 
ing acacia was designed by William 
H. Frederick, Jr., Millcreek Nurs- 
ery, Newark, Del. It was a conserva- 
tory reminiscent of the domed out- 
lines of greenhouses found on estates 
in more gracious days. The struc- 
ture had no glass. It was designed to 
allow visitors to walk along paths 
inside. On facing sides of the con- 
servatory were two formal gardens, 
typical of Delaware and Chester 
counties, and two other sides were 
devoted to the exotic beauty of or- 
chids. 

An announced $83,500 in prizes 
was awarded throughout the week, 
and an additional $35,000 in subsi- 
dies went to exhibitors. Mayor and 
Mrs. Richardson Dilworth attended 
the official ribbon-cutting ceremony 
at 2:30 p. m. March 9. 

Enthusiastic Visitors 

The weather was good during the 
week. A brief snowstorm on Thurs- 
day, quickly dispelled by rising tem- 
peratures, failed to dampen the 
ardor of visitors. They crammed 
special buses leaving central points 
in the city at 15-minute intervals 
throughout the day. Other visitors 
arrived in chartered buses from 
western Pennsylvania, New Jersey, 
Delaware and Maryland. Countless 
others came in from even greater 
distances, many making reciprocal 
visits from other flower show cities 
such as New York, Boston and 
Washington, D. C. 

A drive to make the metropolitan 
area more attractive with plants and 
flowers was enhanced through the 
gifts of rosebushes from Roses, Inc., 
and the Conard-Pyle Co., West 
Grove, Pa. Mildred Custin, chair- 
man of the “Philadelphia More 
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One of two terrace gardens flanking the entrance to the Washington flower show, 
where A. Gude & Sons Co. featured azaleas edged with dwarf boxwood. 


Beautiful” committee, accepted a 
token gift of several rosebushes for 
the city. Later this spring she will 
receive an additional 1,000 
bushes, which will be planted around 
city buildings and in Fairmount 
park. 

Philadelphia Flower Show, Inc., 
represented nurserymen, private es- 
tate gardeners and commercial 
growers and florists. Three acres of 
the space were devoted to their ex- 
hibits. Woodland scenes and outdoor 
living rooms not only won the ad- 
miration and applause of flower lov- 
ers, but also captured gold and silver 
medals.

viting, black-topped avenues. Or per- 
haps when in the central selling area 
she will be drawn down the 10-foot 
aisie leading diagonally to the rear 
of the lath house. Or directly to the 
left she will be led to display tables 
featuring bare-root stock or bedding 
plants, depending upon the season. 
Whatever her route, she is encour- 
aged to circulate widely. 

If the customer enters through the 
side door from Nursery lane into 
the central selling area or parks her 
car next to the storage warehouse 
for convenient loading of bulk sup- 
plies, she must enter the garden shop 
where the cash register is centrally 
placed. As illustrated in the photo- 
graphs, equal consideration has been 
given to the efficiency and conven- 
ience of personnel in the receiving 
and selling of merchandise. 

To achieve such a result, Mr. Mc- 
Donnell emphasizes the importance 


of planning. Although it is possible 
successfully to make additions and 
changes as the years go by, he advo- 
cates the former course. He is well 
qualified to comment on this since 
he has taken both He still 
operates his first nursery at Tele- 
graph and Claremont avenues, Oak- 
land, which continues as one of the 
leading nurseries in the bay area. 
This area has long since been sur- 
rounded by other merchants and 
homes. Ten years ago Mr. McDon- 
nell opened a branch nursery at Wal- 
nut Creek, about 10 miles east of 
his original nursery. 

This area had long been consid- 
ered country and still is affection- 
ately called that, but since World 
War II it has been affected by the 
housing boom and the move to the 
suburbs. In fact, it was the unfore- 
seeably rapid growth of this area 
that necessitated the move to the 
present larger quarters. The former 


routes. 


location had appreciated substan- 
tially in value and was sought by 
other businesses. McDonnell’s could 
have moved far out by itself to less 
expensive property with expansion 
prospects unlimited. However, the 
site decided upon is only about three 
blocks from the old nursery. 

This is a clear example of Jack 
McDonnell’s philosophy of success- 
ful nursery operation. He believes 
in being near the better homes since 
these are the people who will be 
responsible for most of his business. 
Additionally, the present location, 
far from being off by itself, is on 
the edge of a multimillion-dollar 
shopping center that undoubtedly 
will build up around him. Thus, 
many customers are brought almost 


into his center because of other 
businesses.

Tips for Better Landscapes 
Lines in the Landscape 


By Clarence E. Lewis 


Department of Horticulture, Michigan State University, East Lansing, Mich. 


The outline of a plant or the direc- 
tional lines of a shrub’s or tree’s 
branches have an important influ- 
ence on its landscape effect. Branch- 
es that curve downward tend to keep 
the viewer’s attention within the area 
or to blend better with such sur- 
roundings as ground covers, smaller 
shrubs or even turf that may be close 
beside it. 

The line that curves gradually 
downward accomplishes this much 
better than the branch that bends 
upward. Diagrams A, B, C and D 
illustrate this point. For further il- 
lustration, one may observe several 
plantings during this spring, parti- 
cularly those that have a variance 
of line and direction. It is difficult 
to understand the intended purpose 
of a planting that has a great com- 
plexity of lines. 

Lines that flow are much better 
than those that breed nothing but in- 
decision. Neither should lines all be 
horizontal or entirely in any one di- 
rection, unless the intent is to guide 
the viewer's eye quickly to a desig- 
nated spot or area. A clipped hedge 
does just this in a simple but subtle 
manner. 

In considering the effect of lines 
in a landscape planting, the designer 
should also decide if these plant lines 
will continue to provide the same 
direction as the shrubs or trees ma-

ture. Will the result created give the 
same feeling 10, 15, or 20 years 
hence? 

This thinking was prompted by 
the excellent yew, Taxus baccata Re- 
pandens (Spreading English yew), 
which I consider to be one of the 
best narrow-leaved evergreens for 
landscape planting. After one has 
observed it in many nurseries and 
landscape plantings, growing in deep 
shade and in exposed places, he sud- 
denly realizes that this moundlike 
yew qualifies for top rating on re- 
commended lists for zones 4, 5, and 
6. It is probably the hardiest of the 
baccatas, too. 

Retains Form 

The form, as may be seen in il- 
lustration E, is rounded, but more 
than this, it is moundlike, with the 
branches curving toward the ground 
and—in many instances—stretching 
out on the ground. There is no sug- 
gestion of stiffness in its make-up, 
whether the plant be young or a 
mature specimen of 50 or more 
years. 

Even the leaves have character, 
as they curve toward the stem and 
then away from it. The color is a 
deep, rich green, unless the plant is 
given complete exposure to the wind 
and sun, when some burning may 
occur. Dr. Rehder describes the col- 
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or as a blue green, and in the shade 
it appears to be such. 

This shrub was on Dr. Chad- 
wick’s selected list of “The Best of 
the Taxus” that appeared in The 
March 1, 1959, issue of the Ameri- 
can Nurseryman. It came under the 
heading of one to four feet and was 
described as a low spreading type. 

Earl Goode, an excellent plants. 
man and manager of the Wyan- 
danch, N. Y., branch of Hicks’ Nurs- 
eries for the past 30 years, once told 
me that if he could grow but one 
yew it would be Taxus baccata 
Repandens. 

In most instances the spread of 
this yew is greater than the height. 
An extremely old specimen can be 
found in the Bayard Cutting Ar- 
boretum, Oakdale, L. I, N. Y,, 
where exists one of the finest col- 
lections of narrow-leaved evergreens 
in the United States. When I last 
saw this yew, about three years ago, 
it had reached a height of about six 
feet, but had a spread that was much 
greater. 

There are two old specimens in the 
Locust Valley cemetery on Long 
Island that have grown together and 
spread out to a total of about 25 
feet, even though the height of either 
is no more than approximately six 
feet. 

Cultural Requirements 

This yew, like others, insists on 
good drainage, for without such it 
cannot become the fine plant that it 
is capable of being. Some shade is 
preferred for the best rich green col- 
or, but at the East Lansing campus 
of Michigan State University plants 
on an unprotected southerly bank 
hold up surprisingly well. There is

not only good color, but density as 
well. It is difficult to find examples 
of Spreading English yew that are 
not full and do not bear branches to 
the ground. 

There are many places in the 
landscape for this low evergreen. As 
a pair of plants on either side of a 
dooway it is well suited, if the en- 
trance is not massive. When used at 
the top of steps, as shown in illustra- 
tion E, it becomes a part of the sur- 
roundings without being obtrusive. 
There are no branches shooting up- 
ward or outward to divert one’s at- 
tention. 

Other possible locations include 
rock gardens, pools and streams. In 
such plantings, this yew not only 
adds a rich green but seems to rest 
well in the setting, rather than ap- 
pearing as though it is ready to move 
on to a new location. When it is 
planted at the edge of a pool, some 
branches droop enough to hang in 
the water—no harm done, though. 

Taxus baccata Repandens can be 
used with confidence as a single 
plant, because it is not too individ- 
ualistic, but quietly and successfully 
becomes a part of the area. When 
placed on the inside of a curve in 
the walk it may be just enough 
material to keep visitors from cut- 
ting across the lawn. It may serve 
the same purpose at the junction of 
two straight walks. This moundlike 
shrub does not seem out of place 
along a woodland path, even though 
itis not indigenous to the region. It 
makes a good low hedge for deep 
shade, too. Sometimes less expensive 
plants may be used, but it is doubt- 
ful that they do so good a job. It is 
more effective when placed in a 
planter than are upright branching 
plants, which tend to make the plants 
and planter less unified. A ground 
cover beneath the yew completes the 
effect in such locations. 

After thinking seriously about the

Spreading English yew, I began 
making a list of other plants that 
have a similar form or habit of 
growth. There are possibilities with- 
in the junipers; Sargent juniper 
(Juniperus chinensis sargenti), for 
instance, and the small, slow-grow- 
ing Juniperus squamata prostrata. 

Another group whose rounded 
forms have somewhat the same in- 
fluence but are more variable be- 
cause of seasonal changes during the 
year is the genus cotoneaster, and 
I am thinking primarily of the cran- 
berry cotoneaster (C. apiculata 
The rock cotoneaster (C. horizon- 
talis) approaches the form to some 
degree, but with a stiffer appear- 
ance, as do its variations, C. hori- 
zontalis wilsoni and C. horizontalis 
perpusilla. Possibly C. microphylla 

small-leaved cotoneaster), the 
creeping cotoneaster (C. adpressa 
and the more evergreen bearberry 
cotoneaster (C. dammeri) lean a lit- 
tle toward this moundlike habit, but 
not so definitely as Cotoneaster apic- 
ulata. 

What are some others? Abelia 
grandiflora, with the benefit of occa- 
sional pruning, might be included, 
as well as its variation Abelia g. 
Prostrate. The top-tender but long- 
flowering and _ low-growing St.- 
John’s-worts should be entered. Rec- 
ommended are Hypericum moseria- 
num, H. calycinum, H. patulum 
henryi and H. buckleyi. 

The following, mostly in name 
only, should also be added: Loose, 
shrubby forms of Euonymus for- 
tunei vegetus; Forsythia Arnold 
Dwarf; yearly pruned Leucothoe 
catesbaei and Leucothoe axillaris; 
Lonicera pileata (privet honey- 
suckle); possibly Berberis verrucu- 
losa (warty barberry); some of the 
Glenn Dale azaleas such as Fashion, 
and perhaps even the controlled 
Gable hybrid azaleas like Louise 
Gable. A study of the Arnold crab 
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The two Spreading English yews in the fore- 
ground blend well into this bank planting, although the un- 
mowed grass makes their maintenance somewhat difficult 


apple (Malus arnoldiana) will re- 
veal that this tree also tends toward 
a moundlike form. 

There is more that might be said, 
if space permitted, in favor of plants 
that display themselves so quietly 


TUCSON PLANTING GUIDE 
After several years of planning, 
the Tucson Nurserymen’s Associa- 
tion recently published a 40-page 
planting guide for homeowners in 
southern Arizona, moderate 
winters, high summer temperatures, 


where 


little rainfall and consistently low 
humidity pose special gardening 
problems. 

The booklet. entitled Tucson 


Planting, was prepared with the as- 
sistance of the University of Arizona 
extension service and features a list 
of 117 ornamentals that can be 
grown in the Tucson area. In ad- 
dition, the guide includes a list of 
17 types of citrus and 17 deciduous 
fruit varieties suitable for the region 

A flower-planting chart gives the 
dates when 42 flower varieties bloom 
in the Tucson area and explains how 
gardeners can combine flowers for 
pleasing effects. Articles cover such 
subjects as irrigation, the prepara- 
tion of tree and shrub holes in cal- 
iche, lawns for Tucson, roses, citrus 
and insect control. 

Printing of the first edition was 
10,000 copies, and members already 
are considering a re-run, according 
to Earl Upham, Tucson, president of 
the Tucson nursery group and of 
the Arizona Association of Nursery- 
men, who reports that the initial 
sales of the guide have far exceeded 
expectations.

Ohio Plant Pest Clinic 


Now Serving Nurserymen

June, 1958, marked the comple- 
tion of construction and the first 
steps toward actual operation of the 
Ohio department of agriculture 
plant pest clinic. Now in full opera- 
tion and well staffed, the clinic is 
doing business for the nursery in- 
dustry in Ohio. 

The opening of the clinical labora- 
tory culminated the dreams, plans 
and long efforts of farsighted nurs- 
erymen of Ohio and department of 
agriculture leaders. Long realizing 
the need to have the department’s 
own facilities for diagnosing plant 
ills, John W. Baringer, chief of the 
division of plant industry, and Har- 
old L. Porter, specialist in charge, 
section of insect and plant disease 
control, conceived the _ clinical- 
service-laboratory idea. Planning dis- 
cussions were held with officers and

nt of Agriculture, Columbus, O. 


committeemen of the Ohio Nursery- 
men’s Association, whose support of 
the idea was immediate. 

Through sustained effort and close 
cooperation between department 
personnel and those in the nursery 
industry, the horticulture inspection 
service has been able to accumulate 
funds over a period of years suffi- 
cient to provide the building and 
considerable equipment for the new 
laboratory. This was accomplished 
by operating the service under a plan 
wherein license fees were received 
into a rotary fund in which 
pluses above annual expenses were 


sur- 


saved. 
Near Columbus 
Located near Reynoldsburg, O., 


13 miles east of Columbus on U. S. 
Highway 40, the new plant pest 
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clinic is a part of the campus of the 
laboratory center of the Ohio de. 
partment of agriculture, where ana- 
lytical and diagnostic work is carried 
on in other sections and divisions of 
the department. These include the 
feeds and fertilizer section and the 
seed section of the division of plant 
industry, the division of animal in- 
dustry, the division of foods and 
dairies and the division of weights 
and measures. 
Planting Facilities 


Approximately 10 acres of ground 
near the clinic are available for out- 
door operations supplementing the 
indoor laboratory procedures and 
projects. A nursery has been start- 
ed to provide plants for study and 
laboratory use in both disease and in- 
sect work. Beds for heeling in, cold- 
frames and a lath house for holding 
and caring for stock sent in for study 
are planned additions for this year. 

Some space will accommodate test 
plantings for checking trueness to 
name of certain plant materials in 
the Ohio nursery trade. Also, it is 
expected that considerable effort will 
be given to the study of the general 
problem of viability of stock offered 
for sale in Ohio, particularly as af- 
fected by various conditions of stor- 
age, display and sale; for example, 
standards may be developed by 
which inspectors can be guided in 
judging the growth capabilities of 
stock that has dried, sprouted or 
been otherwise weakened. 


Strawberry Stock Source 


A screen house where 14 varieties 
of strawberries are grown on fumi- 
cated soil in isolation from virus- 
carrying insects has been in use on 
the grounds for three years. It 
provides a foundation source of 
virus-free plants for Ohio nursery- 
men cooperating in the virus-free

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Planning a Nursery 


Part III. 


The construction of the nursery 
buildings, commenced in June on an 
otherwise empty field, had been com- 
pleted by the end of July and it was 
clear that we should shortly be ready 
to start propagating. 

As a result of many contributions 
of propagating material, our green- 
house had been filled with azaleas, 
nearly 50,000 cuttings, within about 
three months. These had in turn 
been removed, planted and placed in 
a coolhouse for growing on, and the 
propagation house was once more 
filled with rhododendrons. 

In the meantime we had managed 
to root some pyracantha cuttings and 
one or two other small groups of 
plants under mist outdoors. By the 
turn of the year, just five months af- 
ter propagation commenced, the de- 
velopment of the plant materials on 
our nursery was well under way. 


Heated Storage Space 


The value of the heated frames we 
had constructed immediately became 
apparent. With only one propaga- 
tion house, we were able to move the 
first batch of cuttings from the prop- 
agation benches as rapidly as they 
were fit to move and replace them 
with a second and ultimately a third 
crop. We have since increased stor- 
age space of this type by extending 
the heating pipes to other frames. 

It seems to me, however, that the 
semicircular plastic greenhouses 
now being offered by a number of 
greenhouse construction companies 
would provide far more acceptable 
storage space simply because it 
would be possible to walk through 
the greenhouse and keep an eye on 
the plants as they are being carried 
through the storage period. I must 
own that if I had the job to do again, 
with the facilities available today, I 
would not hesitate to put up a “Nis- 
sen hut” type of plastic-covered 
greenhouse for use as a storage unit. 

I still prefer the low sash-type 
house as a propagating house, con- 
structed as previously described. 
This preference seems to be justified 
by our experience with the houses, 
for, without exception, good root- 
ing has resulted. But a house of this 
kind is quite expensive and its pro- 
ductive value is greatly extended if 
a simple storage structure can be 
provided to take successive crops as 
the cuttings are grown.

While we are using our 
houses for a strictly limited group of 
cuttings, there is no reason why a 
similar house used on a _ nursery 
where a wider diversity of plant ma- 
terials is produced should not raise 
four or five or even six crops a year. 
The schedule might go something 
like this: 

June 1 to mid-July: A crop of 
softwood cuttings, magnolias, maples, 
forsythia, weigela and the like, prop- 
agated under mist. Cuttings in flats 
removed gently from the mist, hard- 
ened up and placed under heavy 
shade outdoors for growing on dur- 
ing the remainder of the year. 

Mid-July to September 1: A batch 
of azalea cuttings, also under mist. 

Mid to late September through 
November: Rhododendron cuttings 
and, at the same time, pyracanthas 
plus a number of similar items such 
cotoneaster and perhaps some 
vines such as clematis. The rhodo- 
dendrons take more time, but if an 
early crop is put in by mid-Septem- 
ber these are usually well rooted by 
the end of November and can be 
removed for flatting or, if rooted in 
flats, can be removed to a storage 
area.

December: Taxus cuttings and, if 
space is available, juniper cuttings 
also. These do very well afte: 
Christmas and into the new year. 

If space is available from January 
onward, a certain amount of open 
bench grafting could be carried out 


Propagation Facilities 


in the same house on junipers, spruce, 
Japanese maples, pink dogwood and 
similar items. Open bench grafting 
is entirely satisfactory in the low 
sash-type propagating house. 

I have already dealt with at least 
5 different crops, yet there is still 
time to take one or two additional 
crops of easily rooted material to 
fill out the demands of the general 
nurseryman. For instance, pachysan- 
dra or Vinca minor can be inserted 
directly in the flats or in bands in 
flats at almost any time of the year 
and rooted in a house of this kind. 
This could be done late in the win- 
ter or in June or July, whenever 
space is available. 

Stock Beds 

By the end of our first winter's 
operation we had a considerable di- 
versity of plant material waiting to 
be set out in the field beds, and this 
brought us to another point of some 
importance — the provision of an 
area on the nursery to be used ex- 
clusively for the growing of stock 
plants from which subsequent prop- 
agation would be maintained. 

This I consider one of the cardinal 
points in the development of any 
nursery. Yet, how often does one 
see a nursery, established and appar- 
ently doing well, without any sign 
of a stock bed from which the grow- 
er can gather the propagation wood 
that he needs? As propagation time 
comes around, such a grower goes 
out into his fields, looks over the 





Nursery beds are marked out, prepared and planted early in the spring. The 
beds are constructed to extend north and south, with roads running east and west. 
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next operation. In the early spring, 
as the group of plants that we had 
propagated came out from the 
frames and was prepared for plant- 
ing, immediately we set out a select 
group of them in reserved sections 
of the nursery as stock plants from 
which to maintain future production. 

These areas have been consistently 
extended as further material became 
available. As the original plants en- 
tered their second year of growth, 
we found a further point of real 
value in carrying out this procedure, 
i.ec., the establishment of stock true 
to name. 

Try as we may with labels and a 
great deal of personal attention, the 
problem of plants’ becoming mixed 
remains. It is sometimes difficult to 
tell that these mixtures have taken 
place until the plants have matured 
somewhat. We have found, therefore, 
that continuous work is required on 
the stock beds and, in fact, on all 
our beds to bring out stocks true to 
name and to keep them that way. 

With rhododendrons, it is advis- 
able to pinch the terminal bud on all 
vigorous growths early in the spring 
to produce good cuttings in the stock 
block by eliminating vigorous ter- 
minal shoots, which are poor. On 
the other hand, such pinching may 
well prevent a plant from budding 
in a normal manner even if it be 3 or 
t years old. Therefore, a_ plant 
which is being grown for sale and 
which has already been trained to 
form a good basic branch system 
might well be left in its third or 
fourth year to grow undisturbed and 
bud in a normal manner at the end 
of the terminal growth. 

It is important, then, that a selec- 
tion of really good plants, well 
grown and in first-class health, be 
maintained separately as a source of 
propagation wood, for desirable cut- 
tings can only be gathered in quan- 
tities from well-established old trees 
which have been set out and grown 
specifically for the production of cut- 
ting material. 

Stock Plants Selected 

The purpose of this discussion is 
to underline the importance of the 
young |-year plants to see how many 
cuttings he can nip from this and 
that specimen that has grown un- 
usually well and then goes back over 
the culls left from the spring dig- 
ging in the 2 and 3-year-old blocks 
to see if a few cuttings are available 
there. 

While such a procedure may be 
necessary in the beginning of a nurs- 
ery (and I assure you I have done 
all of those things), it was our in- 
tention to eliminate it as rapidly as 


possible. There are a number of 


good reasons for this. 
Cultural Practices Vary 
Perhaps the single most important 
point is that the cultural care of 
most plants maintained for stock 
purposes should be somewhat differ- 
ent from that provided for plants 
being grown for sale. For instance, 
in a block of decidous shrubs from 
which it is intended to take hard- 
wood cuttings, a certain amount of 
hard pruning is desirable late in the 
winter, followed by a good feeding 
to encourage vigorous growth. 





BUILDS UNDERGROUND 
GREENHOUSE 

A new way to save on greenhouse 
and plant storage costs has been de- 
veloped by H. A. Barnes, owner of 
Barnes Roses, Huron, O. Mr. Barnes 
protects his flowers from winter 
weather in an underground green- 
house covered with panels of rein- 
forced Structoglas. 

The idea is surprisingly simple. A 
trench is dug about seven feet wide 
and five feet deep. This hole is lined 
with creosote-soaked railroad ties, 
cross-supported with pipe. Fine 
gravel is poured as a floor for the 
potted rosebushes. 

Unframed panels of Structoglas 
are simply placed side by side ove 
the complete trench. These shatter- 
proof, translucent sheets let in 
plenty of natural sunlight—help 
maintain hothouse temperatures in 
the coldest winter weather. 

According to Mr. Barnes, the re- 
inforced fiberglass panels are ideal 
for this application. Unlike glass, 
they need no framing and, conse- 
quently, no painting. They support 
heavy weight without buckling or 
breaking. (He reports that his 100- 
pound dog has run over the installed 
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Trench covered with fiberglass rein- 
forced panels makes useful underground 
greenhouse for summer and winter rose 
plant storage. 


panels without harm.) In addition, 
the Softlite green sheets of fiberglass 
soften and diffuse sunlight, eliminat- 
ing the danger that plants will be 
burned by concentrated sunshine. 

Mr. Barnes covers his under- 
ground greenhouse only during win- 
ter months, storing the fiberglass 
sheets from April to December. The 
panels are easily cleaned with water 
from a garden hose and need no 
other maintenance. He _ estimates 
that the installation will last for 20 
years or more.

BUSINESS OF OURS 


Reflections on the Problems of Nurserymen 


By E. Sam Hemming 








WINTER DAMAGE 


For the second consecutive year 
Maryland had unusually cold and 
severe winter weather. Although the 
pattern of cold was not the same 
this year as in the previous year, 
damage to plants was considerable. 
Damage varied from nursery to 
nursery, and plants injured this year 
in some cases were not injured the 
year before and vice versa. 

There was a long, warm fall in 
eastern Maryland and the surround- 
ing states; in fact, I mentioned in 
this column in a previous issue that 
there was nearly no frost until 
Thanksgiving. During that week it 
became extremely cold before much 
hardening or seasoning of plants had 
occurred. This cold weather lasted 
through December, although nor- 
mally planting can be done during 
most of December. January contin- 
ued cold, with the ground staying 
frozen. February was milder, and the 
ground opened up so that planting 
could be done. 

The temperature in the early win- 
ter went to 3 or 4 degrees above zero 
in my area, but 50 miles south and 
down in eastern Virginia it dropped 
to 14 degrees below zero, a record. 
There was less snow this year than 
last, however. 

The sudden freeze after the mild 
fall weather damaged plants in odd 
ways. The leaves of the tree box- 
wood were split, as if by a razor, 
because they were full of water and 
were quite turgid. I have often seen 
boxwood leaves swollen with ice 
crystals, but usually it has done no 
harm. I am always on the lookout to 
see if there is any pattern of damage 
to plants that were fertilized in the 
summer, but there did not seem to 
be one. However, the types that 
grow late in the season showed the 
most damage, mostly the southern 
plants. 


Boxwood Damage Widespread 
My little English boxwood showed 


damage, particularly on the sunny 
side, but older plants showed none. 
The damage to boxwood was wide- 
spread, for I tried to buy plants as 
far south as the Virginia-North 
Carolina border and was told they 
were damaged there. 

The wax-leaved privets were se- 
verely hurt, most of mine being killed 


back almost to the ground. Other 
nurserymen in Maryland and east- 
ern Virginia tell me the same thing. 
Cherry laurel, which is tenderer, also 
was killed back. Osmanthus ilici- 
folius, which is a little hardier, shows 
injury only on the tips, and the 
plants generally are satisfactory. My 
Magnolia grandifloras show some in- 
jury to the stems, and nearly all the 
leaves are brown, but I feel they will 
grow again. Older plants show some 
foliage burn. At Norfolk, Va., I 
found a modest amount of leaf 
damage. 

My own yews, even the Irish yew, 
which is the tenderest, came through 
without any damage whatever. Oth- 
er nurseries in the area show dam- 
age on the Irish yew and on many 
other kinds, however. 

Holly Damage Not Severe 


There is some burn shown on 
American, English and Chinese hol- 
lies, although none of it is serious, 
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and older plants on a customer’s 
property show no damage. 

Woody plants seem to show Iss 
damage than the evergreens. Crape 
myrtle, which often suffers, does not 
seem to be damaged. I had no field- 
grown pomegranates, and the ones 
in the frame seem to be all right. 
However, figs both on my nursery 
and on customers’ properties were 
injured. The foliage of abelia and 
nandina always looks forlorn, but 
the wood is unharmed. 

I do not have many azaleas, but 
on the nurseries that do there is 
probably less flower bud damage 
than had occurred in other years. 
The foliage is somewhat shabby, 
however. 

English ivy growing as a ground 
cover was treated peculiarly, as 
much of it is now bald, although 
the running stems are green. 

Those living in this section of 
Maryland are enthusiastic about ca- 
mellias, both sasanqua and japonica, 
but two severe winters in succession 
have injured them and might dis- 
courage many gardeners and possibly 
some nurseries from continuing to 
grow them. I realize that I must han- 
dle these particular plants in modest 
quantities only. 

These past two severe winters 
have taught me, more than anything

NEW ENGLAND SHOW 


The New England spring flower 
show, March 10 to 15, held in both 
Horticulture Hall and Symphony 
Hall, at Boston, Mass., required 
mounted police to direct the stream 
of visitors across busy Massachusetts 
avenue from one building to the 
other during the 88th annual show.

On three sides of the auditorium 
and under the balcony were com- 
mercial trade exhibits. 


Large Gardens 


Across the street in Horticultural 
Hall, the main large gardens were 
on display. 

A surrealistic dream garden by 
Littlefield-Wyman Nurseries, Inc., 
Abington, featured a_ provincial 
farmhouse, a wall fountain giving 
the exhibit movement. A group of 
white doves was suspended in the 
air, and there was a comfortable 
outdoor sitting room encircled by a 
border of tulips. A well-kept lawn 
completed the picture. The garden 
captured a first prize. 

A woodland terrace featured a 
planting of rhododendrons and aza- 
leas, a waterfall and a pool, show- 
ing the practical uses of ilex and 
dogwood. It was created by Old 
Colony Landscape Service, Wey- 
mouth, and won a silver medal and 
a first prize. 

Breck’s of Boston prepared an ex- 
hibit in the loggia, done in three 
levels, supported by dry walls. Its 
emphsis was on Dutch bulbs—with 
tulips and hyacinths against a back- 
ground of cedar and dogwood. A 
gold medal, a first prize and a blue 
ribbon of the department of agricul- 
ture was gained by the entry. 

A spring garden by Cherry Hill 
Nurseries, West Newbury, featured a 
split-rail fence and a flagstone ter- 
race, with a sundial, heavily planted 
with rhododendrons, azaleas and 
other hardy plant material. The gar- 
den was given a silver medal, a first 
prize and the Beatrix Farrand silver 
bowl for the best exhibit of azaleas 
and rhododendrons. 

The essence of spring was depict- 
ed in the wall and rock garden of 
Alexander I. Heimlich, Woburn. A 
lawn merged into a grass path lead- 
ing to the rear of the exhibit. The 
garden had a heavy planting of rho- 
dodendrons, single and double dog- 
wood trees, innumerable small bulbs 
and alpine plants, gold alyssum, 
white arabis and yellow draba.

The garden was done with restraint 
and featured well-selected materials. 
Notable were the tree peonies, flow- 
ering wistarias, a huge twisted pine, 
a large larch tree and low-growing 
Mugho pines. The background was 
done with various-size Japanese 
maples. A gold medal, a first prize 
and the Bulkley medal of the Gar- 
den Club of America for the best 
educational exhibit in the show, 
went to this feature. 

Pine Gardens, Milton, exhibited a 
natural garden, with a tiny waterfall 
dropping into a pool in a planting 
of dogwood, azaleas and primroses. 
Fred Swan was the designer. The 
garden won a gold medal, a first 
prize and a blue ribbon. 

Barlett Gardens, Hamilton, dis- 
played a spring garden setting, with 
a velvety lawn, large birch trees and 
white tulips. A small stone cherub 
and pool created a fountain effect. 
Flowering Carolina rhododendrons 
and dogwood were in the display, 
which won a first prize. 





WASHINGTON, D. C., SHOW 

Spring was previewed early for a 
record number of garden and flower 
enthusiasts from the middle Atlantic 
states area who jammed the National 

Guard Armory at Washington, 
D. C., March 6 to 12, for the ninth 
annual garden and flower show 
sponsored by the Allied Florists’ As- 
sociation of Greater Washington, 
D.C. 

The advance view of spring, for- 
mally opened by Mrs. Richard 
Nixon, wife of the vice-president of 
the United States, cast a floral spell 
over the nation’s capital during its 
run and was one of the finest shows 
ever staged, according to Lewis Pot- 
ter, Washington, D. C., retailer who 
served as general chairman. Officials 
of the show anticipated that the to- 
tal attendance, which has shown 
rapid growth since the event's or- 
ganization, would come close to 
150,000 persons. 

Focal point of the show, designed 
by landscape architect Boris V. 
Timchenko, was a 40-foot, 3-dimen- 
sional reproduction of the world-fa- 
mous painting “The Garden of 
Gethsemane,” which was at the rear 
of the huge exhibition hall, and 
flanked on each side by massive 
plantings of white and pink azaleas, 
alongside small waterfalls, supplied 
by Louis Hahn & Son, Pittsburgh, 
Pa.

area and as anchoring points for the 
lavish display gardens. The trees 
were underplanted with masses of 
flowering pot plants in various com- 
petitive classes. 

Large Gardens 

The display gardens were ar- 
ranged in a formal pattern in the 
center of the armory, with first prize 
in the large garden competition 
awarded to A. Gude Sons Co., Rock- 
ville, Md., for two semiformal raised 
terrace gardens, one on each side of 
the main entrance. Each garden had 
two entrances (one on either side) 
of weathered brick steps that led to 
a circular lawn area. The back- 
ground was planted with beds of 
white azaleas, with dwarf boxwood 
used as edging. The area on the 
other side of the grass mall was 
planted with pink azaleas. Large 
specimen boxwood plants were used 
as accents at each entrance. 

At the rear of the exhibition hall, 
in the foreground of the religious 
tableau, Louis Hahn & Son had 
two identical informal gardens with 
a kidney-shaped pool in the center. 
Beds of blush-pink rhododendrons 
and white azaleas formed the back- 
ground, with ivy massed in the fore- 
ground. Plantings of red azaleas on 
the left and deep pink azaleas on 
the right, with a dogwood tree used 
for accent, completed the garden, 
which was awarded second prize in 
its classification. 

Medium Gardens 

First prize in the medium garden 
competition was given to Thomas E. 
Carroll & Sons, Silver Springs, Md., 
for a semiformal garden with two 
entrances, each leading to a stone 
bench terrace area backed by a sap- 
ling fence. Each side of the bench 
area was planted with white azaleas 
and andromedas, with a huge speci- 
men holly tree at the extreme right. 
The path to the terrace area was 
covered with shredded bark. Clus- 
ters of yellow tulips were used i 
the foreground at each end of the 
lawn area, with a clump of white 
birch on the extreme left. 

Lewinsville Nursery, McLean, Va., 
was given second prize in the me- 
dium-size garden competition for a 
formal raised terrace garden with a 
center mall area planted with a dia- 
mond-shaped bed of white and varie- 
gated tulips. Beds of white and pink 
azaleas, with dwarf boxwood edg- 
ing, flanked the entrances to the ter- 
race area, which had a white marble 
bench at the rear backed by a hem- 
lock hedge.

ELM TREE TROUBLES? 
By ELDRED GREEN 


Consuitant, Midwest and 
Chicago Horticulture 


Trees do not die—though they 
are killed. Trees, like many plants, 
are immortal. Each year they cre- 
ate a new set of tissues and organs. 
Each year new buds, branches, 
wood, bark and roots are formed. 
These create, each year, a new set 
for the sueceeding year and so on 
and on. 


Why then do trees perish—there 
are many reasons, but the main 
ones are malnutrition, drowning. 
accidents and disease. It must be 
remembered that a tree is immo- 
bile and must stay in a fixed posi- 
tion: each year it grows and in- 
creases in height and spread. 


For instance, the following charts 
the growth of the many American 
elms planted across the United 
States under good growing condi- 
tions. And, most city tree plantings 
show how they have become over- 
grown by the following:

When planted out, a 3-yr. elm 
tree is an 8 to 10-ft. sapling. 


When it has become a 12-yr.-old, 
it is 36 times larger; 24-yr.-old, 144 
times larger: 40-yr.-old, 1150 times 
larger: 80-yr.-old, 2300 times larger. 


Starvation often comes from 
overplanting, or having become 


overgrown. Planting in holes or 
pockets of good soil; in time a tree 
may exhaust the soil in the pocket: 
then it is left to seek minerals, 
being a much larger tree. 


Drowning often takes the life of 
many trees, especially young thriv- 
ing elms, which require plenty of 
oxygen during peak growing time 
of the summer. The trouble is most 
common on stiff soils. A pocket of 
good soil in clay may be literally a 
well. This is particularly true if 
excessive wetness comes when the 
young roots are growing and most 
sensitive to lack of air, as in late 
spring and summer. 


Disease is accepted by the many 
as the main cause of death of trees. 
Yet, disease requires, mainly, a 
plant out of condition: the cause 
fungus, mold, virus, 
All these must work together to 
cause a disease to take hold. Break 
the chain and there will be no 
disease. 


insects, etc. 


The way to break the chain of 
disease is to keep the plants healthy 
with proper food, moisture, culti- 
vation—all of which builds resist- 
ance—spray to keep off the pests 
that carry disease. The ABC's of 





trees in trouble evidence that dis- 
ease is not the great reaper. 


The information here assembled 
is for the helping of elm trees in 
trouble. Other trees in trouble are 
also affected from being overgrown 
and overpopulated, or from starva- 
tion, water whether too much or 
too little, and pests and plagues too 
are predicated mainly by the con- 
dition of each tree and its rooting 
area.

Harold O. Klopp, Palatine, IIl., 
show designer, was the landscape 
architect for the three gardens men- 
tioned for removal and reconstruc- 
tion. He also planned a second Japa- 
nese garden, a patio garden, a city 
backyard garden and a 4-seasons’ 
garden for other patrons of the 
show, and each of these features 
added interest to the general ex- 
hibition. 

Gardeners Participate 


Several garden club units of the 
central western zone of the Garden 
Club of America occupied a sub- 
stantial area in one of the halls ad- 
joining the central arena with three 
effective garden plantings and a 
courtyard scene, including an herb 
garden. These were designed to sug- 
gest a spring garden, a setting for 
June flowers and a green garden. 

The joint exhibit by the Argonne 
National Laboratory, Lemont, IIl., 
and the University of Chicago was 
a 4-feature attraction, well set up 
for observation by visitors. Por- 
trayed in illuminated illustrations 
were the processes by which tomato 
plants take up and distribute phos- 
phorus, how gibberellic acid affects 
the development of plants and the 
effects that radiation has on various 
plants. 

A model of a miniature atomic 
greenhouse was on display, also. 
This type of greenhouse, developed 
by Argonne’s plant physiologists, is 
called an isotope plant culture 
chamber. It is completely sealed for 
growing plants in a controlled envi- 
ronment of radioactive or nonradio- 
active atmosphere. In Argonne’s 
atomic greenhouses plants are usu- 
ally grown in a nutrient solution 
rather than in soil. Instead of nor- 
mal atmosphere, the plants can be 
made to breathe in a number of ra- 
dioactive forms of elements that are

natural constituents of plants. The 
plants can also be made to take up 
tracer forms of water and carbon 
dioxide. The process of photosyn- 
thesis is dependent on these simple 
substances. The greenhouses provide 
the means to isolate compounds of 
interest to the scientist and the 
means to study the effects of radio- 
activity on plant tissues. 


State Display 


In a booth sponsored by the state 
department of agriculture, informa- 
tion was given about the state insect 
pest and plant disease act. En- 
larged reproductions of certificates 
of inspection which buyers should 
expect with purchases from either 
growers or other retail outlets were 
displayed. Contained in the booth 
also were growing specimens of 
plants affected with various pests 
and diseases, including mealy bug, 
scurfy scale, oyster-shell scale, San 
Jose scale, bagworm, cedar-apple 
rust, crown gall, hair-root 
gall and blister rust.

Aesculus Arguta 


From eastern Texas comes one of 
the smallest native buckeyes, a shrub 
or small tree seldom exceeding seven 
feet in height. Aesculus arguta is a 
species closely related to A. glabra 
and, save for size at maturity, dif- 
fers but little in’ many respects; like 
those of A. glabra, the flowers on 
A. arguta are a pale yellow, about 
one inch long and carried in panicles 
from four to six inches long. In 
A. arguta the leaflets are more lance- 
like, doubly serrate and somewhat 
more bluntly toothed. 

Coming from Texas, A. arguta is 
considerably less hardy than some of

the other species and is listed as be- 
ing limited to zone 5; however, at 
Rochester, N. Y., specimens are do- 
ing well and have withstood severe 
winter temperatures. 

Few trees have more pleasing 
foliage than the buckeyes, and the 
abundant large clusters of pink, red 
and yellow flowers borne on the dif- 
ferent species, forms and _ hybrids 
make these easily grown trees out- 
standing in beauty. Whether used as 
lawn specimens, in the shrub border, 
for shade trees on home grounds or 
to embellish city parkways, a buck- 
eye can be selected to fill the need, 
and where space limitation is a de- 
termining factor, A. arguta is a good 
selection. J. G.

TAX ON 
INTERSTATE BUSINESS 


By a 6 to 3 decision, the Supreme 
Court on February 23, 1959, broke 
new legal ground in granting states 
the broad power to tax income of 
out-of-state corporations on sales 
made in each state. The new doc- 
trine provides that “the entire net 
income of a corporation, generated 
by interstate as well as intrastate ac- 
tivities, may be fairly apportioned 
among the states for tax purposes 
by formulas utilizing in-state aspects 
of interstate affairs,” reports the 
American Association of Nursery- 
men headquarters office. 

In both the Minnesota and 
Georgia cases that were before the 
court, the states used the income 
generated by local sales offices as 
the basis for taxing out-of-state cor- 
porations. However, the court did 
not specifically limit the taxing 
power to affect concerns having an 
office in the state making the levy. 
So taxing of out-of-state corpora- 
tions that merely send salesmen 
into the state from offices in other 
states is permitted. 

Thirty-five states now levy cor- 
porate income taxes. All will now be 
able to tax out-of-state concerns on 
revenues which are generated by 
their sales within the states. The tax 
may be levied on the net income of 
out-of-state corporations, provided 
the tax is not discriminatory and is 
properly proportioned to local ac- 
tivities within the taxing state. 

Firms doing an interstate business 
should have their accountants in- 
vestigate this decision in detail, ad- 
vises the A. A. N., since it could 
lead to multiple taxation and will 
certainly subject such firms to a sep- 
arate income tax in each state where 
income is earned. This in turn will 
mean increased costs in bookkeep- 
ing, accounting and legal advice 
concerning the various state laws 
on corporation income tax require- 
ments.

Growing Plants in Containers 


The results of experimenting with 


container-grown stock for three 
vears were told in an _ address, 
“Growing Plants in Containers,” 


given by Henry Verkade, Jr., Verk- 
ade’s Nurseries, New London, 
Conn., at the Connecticut nursery- 
men’s short course, held at the Uni- 
versity of Connecticut, Storrs, Janu- 
ary 21 and 22. Some of his com- 
pany’s experiences with containe1 
growing along with procedures 
used for this type of growing are re- 
lated in the following summary of 
Mr. Verkade’s talk. 

After successfully experimenting 
with the use of containers for nurs- 
ery stock, Mr. Verkade’s company 
has decided that containers do have 
a definite place in the merchandis- 
ing of nursery stock in New Eng- 
land. He cautioned that, since this 
is a new procedure for this area, the 
plants presented for sale in contain- 
ers to the public should be in class 
A condition; they should have good 
root systems and be free of insects. 
If the retailer not present 
plants in perfect condition, he will 
not be able to sell them to his cus- 
tomers. 


does 


Advantages Cited 

The advantage of using container- 
grown stock is that both wholesaler 
and retailer can move stock for a 
much longer season during the year 
with a good profit and a small per- 
centage of loss. 

He pointed out 
other conventional methods, such as 
asphalt pots, plant packages or 
heeled-in bare-root plants. When a 
garden center operator buys a bare- 
root plant, pots it in an asphalt con- 
tainer and then sells it within a few 
weeks, he has to charge a higher 
price even though the customer has 
nothing more than a_ bare-root 
plant. Moreover, if carried unsold 
until later in the season, it still lacks 
a good ball and there is a possibility 
of a loss. In the case of a retailer 
handling packaged plants, the selling 
season is short, and if the plant re- 
mains unsold, he has the choice of 
removing the plant from the pack- 
age, throwing it away or selling it at 
a sacrifice. 


drawbacks of 


The garden center operator sell- 
ing heeled-in, bare-root plants also 
has to stand the loss of cleaning up 
the mess customers make in select- 
ing plants and replacing those that 
may die. The use of cans eliminates

to a large extent these risks and ex- 
tends the selling period. 


Canned Plants in Cemeteries 


Mr. Verkade also mentioned that 
canned plants work out well for use 
in cemeteries, as they can be in- 
stalled as late as Christmas time 
and will be accepted in areas where 
cemeteries will not allow conven- 
tional plantings. 

He also described the many thou- 
sands of container-grown plants that 
his company was able to sell last 
summer during July and August to 
retail garden center operators who 
came to the wholesale nursery and 
transported the stock in pick-up 
trucks or station wagons, 100 o1 
more canned plants at a time. Most 
of these were flowering items and a 
fairly general line, but they were a 
successful venture. Even though this 
method of merchandising is a rela- 
tively new one, it is now believed it 
can be done successfully at a profit 
to both the wholesaler and retailer. 
It also helps overcome some of the 
biggest problems of the nursery busi- 


ness, which have been seasonal dig- 
ging, shipping and merchandising o! 
stock. 

Even though his canned stock 
business has been succesful, he feels 
it will not eliminate field-grown 
plants. The large type and size of 
plant will continue to be grown in 
the field and will be bagged and bur- 
lapped in the conventional manne: 
What the new procedure of con- 
tainer stock can do, however, is to 
create a new price bracket within 
the nursery industry. This will at- 
tract the homeowners on a limited 
budget, those who just cannot af- 
ford the typical-size plants at a gar- 
den center, as well as those true 
garden enthusiasts who like to pur- 
chase small plants and set them out 
to watch them Containe: 
stock also supplies the garden cente1 
operator with a product that com- 
petes with the attractively priced 
small plants offered by mail-ordet 
companies.

all the tricks of growing container 
stock, he does feel that it is on the 
right track. In outlining the actual 
processes involved, he first men- 
tioned types of containers and said 
that his company prefers the can 
with a removable bottom because it 
allows the plant to come out with no 
trouble. Also it is not necessary to 
cut the can, therefore the danger to 
a customer is eliminated. 

In his experience, cans have been 
found to last about three years, al- 
though some are used as long as five 
years. His limited experience with 
6-inch plastic pots has been they 
may break during handling, while 
metal cans, even though they may 
be dented, do not usually break. 
Cans, if they are attractively paint- 
ed, can add immeasurably to a 
plant’s sales appeal. 

The soil medium in the container 
was next discussed, and Mr. Ver- 
kade said that his company has been 
successful with a mixture recom- 
mended by Prof. Harvey Gray, 
Farmingdale, L. I., N. Y., who spoke 
at a previous Connecticut short 
course for nurserymen. The basic 
mixture consists of one-half cubic 
yard sidewalk cement sand; one-half 
cubic yard German peat; one and 
one-half pounds chlordane (for cer- 
tified stock); five pounds domestic, 
pulverized limestone; five pounds 20 
per cent superphosphate; three 
pounds Agrinite or similar material, 
and one pound potassium nitrate. 
Some of these items, such as potas- 
sium nitrate, are difficult to procure, 
so that some advance work must be 
done when planning to mix a batch 
of this medium. He stated that he 
uses this medium with only slight 
variations on an experimental basis 
for all container stock. To date he 
has had no trouble with it. His com- 
pany is now experimenting with 
some variations of the medium for 
different varieties of plants.

that were canned directly from the 
seed flats in the spring of 1958 and 
were only about one inch tall when 
they were placed in the container. 
These will be over 1 year old and 
will make salable plants by the sum- 
mer of 1959. Two-year juniper grafts 
that were taken out of beds and put 
into cans suffered a transplanting 
shock from which it took a year to 
recover; therefore, this experiment 
was not particularly worth while. At 
the present time, the company is 
canning upright junipers right from 
the grafting process. 

Mr. Verkade recommended sum- 
mer-rooted cuttings as most suitable 
to can, since on a plant that is field 
grown from a hardwood cutting the 
shank is too high. The primary ob- 
ject when placing a plant into a can 
is to have the branches start from 
the top of the can, thus giving the 
plant full appearance. Many of the 
company’s ideas in the use of cans 
are changing from day to day, how- 
ever, and many improvements can 
and will be made as production in- 
creases. 


Steps in Method 


The actual steps involved in the 
company’s method of placing plants 
in cans and setting the cans up in 
a growing area were then described. 
The potting medium is mixed 60 
cubic yards at a time with a tractor 
tiller on a hard-surface driveway. A 
tractor lift is then used to pile the 
medium in the potting shed. The 
cans are filled from this pile just as 
ordinary potting is done and wheeled 
in barrows that hold 36 or 41 gal- 
lon cans to the growing area, which 
is less than two acres and surfaced 
with a 3-inch layer of wood chips. 
The plants are not moved again un- 
til they are sold, except for bunch- 
ing for protection during the winter. 
Using this method, a crew of four 
men can trim, can and set in the 
growing area about 2,500 plants per 
day. 

Mr. Verkade continued with an 
explanation of his company’s liquid 
feeding procedure, which enables 
fertilization of the container-grown 
plants at the same time as irriga- 
tion. He described the overhead 
irrigation system into which the fer- 
tilizer concentrate is injected on ap- 
proximately a 10-day cycle starting 
about April 10 and ending about the 
last week in August, with the excep- 
tion of some experimental work that 
might start earlier or end later. The 
formula the company mixes for the 
liquid feeding consists of 40 pounds 
urea, 20 pounds ammonium phos- 
phate and 40 pounds potassium 
nitrate. This results in a formula of

used for the cans is practically weed 
free and the 3-inch layer of wood 
chips in the growing area eliminates 
them there. It also eliminates a mud 
problem, which could occur with 
daily watering. 

Mr. Verkade next discussed the 
winter protection of the container 
stock, which some growers find a 
problem in the New England cli- 
mate. In his company’s procedure, 
the cans are set in beds eight feet 
wide edged with rail supports placed 
three to five feet from the ground. 
During the winter season a snow 
fence is laid over this to give shade, 
and the sides of the bed are packed 
with wood chips. The cans are 
bunched closely together, and on 
some of the softwood plants salt hay 
is placed. 

The hazard to be avoided is alter- 
nate freezing and thawing. The snow 
fence also helps to protect against 
drying winds, and the cans are 
checked during the winter for mois- 
ture and are irrigated perhaps once 
during the winter on a sunny day. 
Sometimes Wilt-Pruf is used to help 
eliminate water loss. The company 
has had both successes and failures 
in wintering certain crops in the 
cans, but once the New England 
growers learn how to handle this 
type of culture, the merchandising 
possibilities will be unlimited. 


Prune Plant Often 


Pruning often and creating a full 
plant is the best policy to follow with 
canned plants, according to Mr. 
Verkade. The plant should not be 
allowed to grow too large so that 
considerable wood has to be cut in 
one operation. The objective is to 
grow short, bushy plants with con- 
centrated flowers. These have a tre- 
mendous sales appeal. 

Shipping this container stock is 
not a problem in Mr. Verkade’s esti- 
mation, as a 3-rack truck will hold 
about 1,500 plants, and about 150 
plants can be carried in a station 
wagon. 

Mr. Verkade concluded his talk 
by naming some of the plants that 
his company is growing successfully

jasmine—growing in the company’s 
cans; juniper—growing well; mag- 
nolias—may turn out well, but are 
questionable at the present time; 
rhododendron — an excellent plant 
for cans; tamarix—good; vitex- 
good; viburnum—good in general; 
Viburnum plicatum grandiflora has 
late flowers and a good fall leaf color 
that would be lost if dug from the 
field; wistaria—good. 

Mr. Verkade thinks many good 
plants that have not been grown re- 
cently, particularly the enkianthus, 
with its colored foliage, are due for 
a revival through container growing. 

Answers Audience Questions 


After his talk, Mr. Verkade an- 
swered several questions from the 
audience. Some of the members said 
that they do not use any dry ferti- 
lizer, but are completely satisfied 
with their liquid feeding. Others 
said sawdust could be used instead 
of wood chips for the surface of the 
growing area. Still another comment 
was that it is possible to lose mag- 
nolias in cans if the roots are too 
wet. 

That there does not seem to be a 
distinct advantage to growing taxus 
in cans rather than in the field 
except that they can be marketed 
less expensively was another point 
brought out. Mr. Verkade said that 
two acres of growing area will hold 
over 100,000 gallon cans and no 
drainage is used in the bottom of the 
cans, since the Lerio cans used have 
three drainage holes on the sides. 
The cans are not given shade when 
they are first put out (with the ex- 
ception of maples, which have less 
sunburn discoloration on the leaves 
if they are shaded somewhat), added 
Mr. Verkade. 

It was also brought out in the dis- 
cussion that grafted junipers have a 
good, solid root system. Others said 
that they would not use asphalt 
pavement in their growing area be- 
cause of the drainage provisions that 
would have to be built to drain off 
water that is shed.

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PLANT NOTES HERE AND THERE 


By C. W. Wood 








Incarvillea 

To answer a Minnesota reader's 
question I should like to say that 
there is no incarvillea that will stand 
a winter there in the open so far as 
I know the plants. However, he will 
find that he can use Incarvillea vari- 
abilis as an annual and could no 
doubt winter I. delavayi in a well- 
protected frame. But according to 
the late Louis Rambo, that is a 
rather difficult chore in the latitude 
of St. Paul. 

Incarvillea is a member of the 
bignonia family, composed of about 
a dozen species, of which little more 
than half have been in American 
gardens so far as the records dis- 
close. And of these no more than 
three, perhaps four, have made 
much impression on gardeners. The 
others seem to be either poor doers, 
poor bloomers or generally undesir- 
able. 

The one of most value to Ameri- 
can gardeners, I believe, is I. dela- 
vayi, a _ well-distributed plant in 
China. It was not reliably hardy 
my trials, but I could keep it over 
during the winter under mulch in a 
protected frame and enjoy its rosy- 
purple trumpets with yellow tubes 
for a long time in summer. It grew 
18 to 20 inches tall here (to two feet 
in sections of longer growing seasons, 
it is said), with pretty pinnate leaves 
to four or five inches in length, made 
up of 15 or more leaflets. It makes 
a pleasing ornament in itself, but it is 
really spectacular when it is bearing 
its big (to three inches in length and 
almost as much across) trumpets of 
rosy purple. I had best results from 
plants in humus-filled, well-drained 
soil within reach of the hose. The 
plant grows readily from seeds and 
is not delicate except in its early 
stages of growth. 

At least two other incarvilleas now 
in gardens as I. brevipes and I. 
grandiflora are little more than 
dwarf forms of I. delavayi, and they 
are either confused in gardens or are 
variable, especially in color. In any 
event, there is one dwarf (about five 
inches) form that has bright crim- 
son flowers. This crimson-flowered 
form would make a splendid garden 
plant where hardy. 

With I. variabilis I had a long 
season of its inch-wide pinkish flow- 
ers on 20-inch plants (it is said to 
make a shrubby growth up to three 


feet tall in its native China) by 
planting the seeds indoors in March, 
growing them along in pots until 
danger of frost was over and plant- 
ing about two feet apart in good, 
light soil. 

And finally, there is I. younghus- 
bandi, a Himalayan species that has 
interested me since I first heard 
about it in 1945. But it never re- 
warded me with a good growth when 
I was lucky enough to get a few 
seeds of the species, of which I plant- 
ed half and sent the other three to 
a friend in the south. Not a thing 
came of my lot, despite the best 
care I knew how to give them, but 
my friend grew two plants to the 
flowering stage. From that experi- 
ence, I quote the following: 

‘This year (| 1950) the huskiest of 
the little Himalayans (I. younghus- 
bandi) put on its show, and it was 
a show! Prettily crinkled, dark green 
leaves, to four inches or more in 
length and pinnately divided, lie 
prostrate on the ground. These come 


from a long (four inches or so) tap- 
root, which is typical of the species 
My reward came, of course, when 
the blessed thing bloomed—a large 
close to three inches long and wide 
white-throated, rose-pink flower that 
is almost too large for the size of 
the plant. But it is quite spectacular 
and certainly would be worth any 
amount of pains at the hands of an 
enthusiastic gardener to grow it suc- 
cessfully.” 

Unfortunately my friend lost both 
of his plants the following year for 
no apparent reason, and they left 
without producing a seed. It might 
be, though, that it would be worth 
one’s labor to try it when seeds be- 
come available. 


Sedum Ewersi

glaucous, clasping leaves, usually six 
to eight inches long, though the flow- 


ering ones may attain a foot in good 
soil. It blooms in August and Sep- 
tember, when its purplish (perhaps 
purplish-pink would be more nearly 
correct) flowers are produced in um- 
bellate cymes. It makes a pretty gar- 
den ornament, especially when its 
flowering season is considered. How- 
ever, when this note was started, I 
had in mind two of its small varie- 
ties, homophyllum and hayesi, which 
one should consider if he has a mar- 
ket for unusual plants. There are 
few lovelier stonecrops, and they are 
so seldom seen that they should be 
good sellers in the neighborhood 
nursery. 

The first named of the forms, S. 
ewersi homophyllum, is ewersi re- 
duced to a height of two or three 
inches and without the clasping 
leaves on the flower stems. Formerly 
quite common in gardens, it is not 
easy to locate in gardens and nurs- 
eries at present. Thus, it should be 
good property in the hands of the 
neighborhood grower who has earn- 
est gardeners among his clients. If 
homophyllum is reduced by a half 
or more, one will have variety hay- 
esi, a mere scum of tiny ewersi leaves. 
It never was a robust plant in my 
trials, needing special care during 
the winter. I suspect it would need 
a well-drained position in a sunny 
wall in heavy soil and perhaps a lit- 
tle covering of excelsior during the 
freezings and thawings of winter and 


spring. Even so, gardeners looking 
for the unusual should be interested 
in it. 


Small Snowball 


Answering a Colorado correspon- 
dent who asked about Viburnum 
opulus nanum, I regret to say that 
I cannot speak from personal expe- 
rience about the plant, but I watched 
it for several years in the garden 
of a friend and can offer the results 
of observations made there.

ing on a rather sterile southern slope, 
did not grow over two feet tall, as 
I remember them, and perhaps not 
even that tall. In any event, they 
made a compact, twiggy growth, 
clothed in tiny, bright green leaves, 
usually tinged with bronze, creating 
a pretty picture even if they never 
bloomed. But that they do, though 
not so profusely as their big parent 
Still, one can expect some of the 
typical snowball white flowers, fol- 
lowed by small red fruits. The little 
bushes also have an attractive au- 
tumn season, when the leaves turn 
red and yellow. Then when the 
leaves fall, the plant enters upon 
another period of beauty by display- 
ing a twiggy mass of vivid red 
branches. My friend, the owner of 
the bushes, called them her bonfires, 
an apt descriptive term indeed. 

Before being moved to the poor 
soil of the sunny slope, it grew for 
a few years in the rich soil of a border 
in light shade where it did well, not 
showing any effects from its high 
living. This indicated that the plant 
is tolerant and should give a good 
account of itself in most situations. 
For a certainty, it is a slow grower. 
After the foregoing had been written, 
I located a note stating that the 
plants when last seen were about 18 
inches tall and almost that much 
across, making a round shape of 
much charm. 


Aubrietia 


There has not been an aubrietia in 
my garden for all of 10 years, I be- 
lieve, yet I remember the plants 
with more affection than I have for 
almost any other small kinds. Most 
other American gardeners must lack 
my enthusiasm, however, or the 
plants would be seen more frequently 
in gardens; of course, it could be 
that the plants do not behave well 
in some gardens. It is amusing to a 
gardener operating a light, sandy soil 
to read the careful directions given 
for handling the plant on heavy soil. 
They usually call for careful plant- 
ing in a vertical crevice in a wall 
or at least on a well-drained slope 
so that winter dampness will not rot 
the hairy leaves. On light sand I 
planted them in almost any part of 
the garden, in full sun by prefer- 
ence but in light shade if necessary, 
and winter losses were quite un- 
known, though an occasional plant 
would succumb to the alternate 
freezings and thawings of Michigan’s 
abominable springs. 

There is little use to take space 
for the many named varieties that 
are to be found in catalogs. Most 
of the plants that I have bought and 
seen in other gardens are nowhere

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near what their names imply; so, 
unless one knows for certain that the 
plants he intends to buy are the 
real thing, I think he would be better 
off to get a good strain of seeds, say 
the Monarch, grow his own plants 
and multiply the best of these by 
means of cuttings. They grow readily 
from cuttings of fresh growths taken 
after shearing the plants when they 
are through flowering. 


Veronica Bachofeni 


My praise of the Hungarian 
speedwell, Veronica bachofeni, dur- 
ing the past quarter of a century or 
more has been generally unheeded, 
and I finally made up my mind not 
to mention it again. I have to break 
that resolution now, though, since I 
discovered praise of it from James 
Bissland, which I should like to pass 
along. 

“One pleasant surprise,” he wrote, 
“turned up in a package of plants 
from a New Jersey nursery. Under 
the name of V. longifolia I obtained 
a plant of V. bachofeni, and an at- 
tractive thing it is. It has a branchy, 
angular habit of growth that makes 
it particularly pleasant when planted 
between two large rocks and allowed 
to spray itself outward. It is a bushy 
plant attaining a height of 18 inches 
and a breadth, in older specimens, 
of about as much. The flowers are a 
fairly light blue and come in long, 
tapering recemes. The leaves are cor- 
date at their bases, which is one of 
the points of verification. The 
growth is open and airy, and alto- 
gether I take it for one of the more 
desirable things in this great family.” 


Lychnis Arkwrighti 


Lychnis arkwrighti is one of the 
few hybrids among herbaceous 
plants that I know that has inherited 
practically all the good points of 
both parents and has acquired a few 
of its own in addition. The plant's 
pareritage is quite involved. It is said 
to have come from a direct cross be- 
tween L. chalcedonica and L. haage- 
ana, while the latter is itself a hy- 
brid, resulting from the crossing of 
the Siberian L. fulgens and another 
Asian, L. coronata (not coronaria) 
variety sieboldi. The slight tender- 
ness to cold, which I suspect that L. 
arkwrighti sometimes shows in the 
north, may be inherited from the 
last named, which is not reliably 
hardy here. 

In addition to this reputed tender- 
hess to extreme cold, it showed two 
shortcomings in my trials. The most 
discouraging is its resentment at be- 
ing disturbed after it has attained 
much size. One may have noticed 
the losses after lining the plant out

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Advertising Fund Set Up 
Through Fertilizer Sales 


By Richard B. Kilner 


Throughout the industry, nursery- 
men are talking about the problem 
of competition from other types of 
outlets. It has been said generally 
that the nurserymen have been neg- 
ligent in telling their story to the 
public and that they need to adopt 
more modern and aggressive sales, 
merchandising and advertising prac- 
tices. 

However, a group of leading nurs- 
erymen in the east bay area of 
northern California did go beyond 
the talking stage and formed the 
Master Nurserymen’s Association, a 
nonprofit corporation organized to 
raise money for advertising the nurs- 
ery as the place to buy nursery stock. 
An account of the forming of this 
group and its advertising program 
was printed in the August 15, 1958 
issue of this magazine. 

The original group was composed 
of 13 east bay nurseries. Its activi- 
ties are being financed by sales of 
Formula 49, “Gold Nugget” ferti- 
lizer that the group developed with 
the services of a research chemist. 
It is 55 per cent organic. Formula 
49 is advertised as a special fertilizer 
for the bay area, available only at 
individual Master Nurserymen head- 
quarters and recommended and 
guaranteed by local Master Nursery- 
men to be the finest fertilizer avail- 
able for bay area use. 

On Friday evening, March 6, all 
members of the Master Nursery- 
men’s Association and their em- 
ployees were invited to the kick-off 
sales meeting at Orchard Nursery 
& Supply, Lafayette. The purpose 
of the meeting was to acquaint the 
nurserymen with the product and 
how to sell it. 

Selling Session 

Seventy-five persons arrived to 
find no chairs; instead, sacks of 
Formula 49 were piled two high to 
serve as seats for the _ session. 
Throughout the meeting members 
were constantly reminded, “Don’t 
sit on it—sell it!” Those in attend- 
ance learned about the product and 
the sales aids prepared for them. 
Banners 24% x 8 feet displayed an 
actual bag stuffed with paper to 
give a 3-dimensional effect. The 
front of the sack itself is printed in 
blue and pictures the San Francisco- 
Oakland bay bridge and the skylines 


of the two cities. On the other side, 
along with instructions, is a chart 
similar to that used on maps to give 
distances between cities. Along the 
top are the months of the year, and 
along the left side are listed various 
plants. Upon advice of his nursery- 
man, the customer marks the ap- 
propriate squares to indicate his own 
fertilizing schedule. 

This brings up a basic premise of 
the entire undertaking. That is that 
few people fertilize their plants 
enough. The nurserymen’s promo- 
tional campaign is planned to in- 
crease not only sales of Formula 49, 
but sales of other fertilizers as well. 
Many other fertilizer companies 
have commended the program of the 
Master Nurserymen’s Association, 
and early sales results bear out that 
other brands have not suffered. 

The morning after the meeting, 
Saturday, every nursery sold out its 
quota of Formula 49. Employees of 
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the manufacturer worked all night 
to replenish stocks for Sunday. One 
nursery reported selling more than 
twice as much Formula 49 in one 
day as in their previous best day 
of fertilizer sales. Another reported 


its 6-month quota sold in two weeks. 


Euthusiasm for Program 


While the real over-all success of 
the Master Nurserymen’s program 
will not be known for many months, 
and repeat sales of Formula 49 are 
sustaining the activities of the group, 
one thing is apparent. The nursery- 
men are enthusiastic about a prod- 
uct and actively selling it. Everyone 
who comes into a nursery is asked 
about his fertilizer needs in general, 
and shown Formula 49 in particular. 
While Formula 49 is a quality prod- 
uct and its acceptance is indicated 
by early results, similar increases in 
sales of any number of nursery items 
could be developed by instilling in 
sales personnel an enthusiasm for 
on-the-spot sales effort. 

However, the Master Nursery- 
men’s campaign makes use of more 
than individual sales efforts. Form- 
ula 49 is being advertised in large 
2-color ads in the metropolitan Sun- 
day newspaper, with three sizes of 
mats available for member nursery-

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men to use in their local advertis- 
ing. Official certificates with the cor- 
porate seal are given each Master 
Nurseryman. Attractive green ma- 
sonite signs are provided for each 
to display in his nursery. 

After Formula 49 is firmly estab- 
lished in the east bay region, other 
nurserymen will be invited to join 
the association, and distribution will 
eventually cover at least the entire 
bay area, with its population of over 
2,000,000. 

Officers of the Master Nursery- 
men’s Association are Herman Sand- 
kuhle, Sunset Nursery Co., Oakland, 
president; Leo Dupuicn, Encinal 
Nursery, Alameda, vice-president 
and treasurer, and Stewart Wade, 
Orchard Nursery & Supply, secre- 
tary. The association engaged the 
Alfred M. Pettler advertising agency 
to direct its promotion activities.

WILL WORK ON NEW DRUG

days earlier than the others, but 
F. giraldiana frequently precedes it 

The flowers are considerably 
smaller than those of spectabilis and 
are borne singly on the branches. 
and the color is lighter yellow than 
that of the showy border forsythia 

three excellent reasons why it 
should only be considered for plant- 
ing just over the border line of hardi- 
ness where F. intermedia or F. 
pensa types are known to winterkill 
consistently. In extremely cold areas, 
the flower buds of F. ovata will also 
winterkill; hence it has only limited 
usefulness. 


SUS- 


Dutch Variety 


There is a variety being sold by the 
Dutch nurserymen under the name 
of robusta, but all plants of this va- 
riety grown at the Arnold Ar- 
boretum seem to be more closely re- 
lated to F. europaea. F. ovata is a 
native of the Diamond mountains of 
Korea and was originally grown in 
America from seeds E. H. Wilson 
sent to the Arnold Arboretum in 
1917. The original plant still flour- 
ishes. 

F. ovata x europaea: A cross made 
at the Arnold Arboretum slightly 
before 1935, but resulting in plants 
in no way superior, ornamentally, to 
the parent species. 

F. suspensa: There are at least six 
or seven varieties of this species, but 
the most popular one is the variety 
sieboldi, because of its long, dri oop- 
ing to often prostrate stems. It is 
this form, above all the other Orien- 
tal types, that must have first caught 
the eye of visiting occidentals in 
China, for it was the first forsythia 
introduced into Europe in 1833. It 
probably came to America shortly 
thereafter. | 

Siebold’s forsythia is the one with 
the long trailing shoots that can be 
so effectively trained to hang over a 
wall or be trained to a trellis and 
grown almost as a vine. It is not so 
free flowering as F. intermedia va- 
rieties. 

The variety decipiens, with single 
flowers, originated in Spaeth’s nurs- 
ery about 1905 and has been in the 
Arnold Arboretum since 1908. It 
should not be grown as an ornamen- 
tal. The flowers are brilliant yellow 
but do not provide so bright a dis- 
play as some other types, such as 
F. intermedia spectabilis or Spring 
Glory. 

Both F. suspensa fortunei and pal- 
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lida are more upright in habit than 
is Siebold’s and they have a graceful 
arching habit that makes them out- 
standing. The variety pallida, how- 
ever, is properly not grown commer- 
cially because of the very light color 
of its flowers. They are actually a 
washed-out yellow. 


Fortunei Among Most Popular 


The deeper yellow flowers of 
fortunei and its graceful arching 
branches make it easily one of the 
most popular of all. This was dis- 
covered by Robert Fortune, the early 
English plant hunter, who brought 
it back from China in 1860 and for 
whom it was named. Forsythia sus- 
pensa pubescens has little merit or- 
namentally, merely having twigs that 
are slightly more pubescent than 
those of sieboldi and fortunci. 

The so-called purple-stemmed for- 
sythia (F. suspensa atrocaulis) intro- 
duced from China in 1907 is not so 
hardy as Forsythia suspensa, which 
is hardy in zone 5. Atrocaulis is cer- 
tainly not completely hardy at 
Jamaica Plain and should be listed 
for zone 6. The purplish-brown stem 
feature is not marked, and the flow- 
ers are the smallest in this species. 
The new Nyman’s Variety is better 
and more worth growing. 

F. suspensa variegata I have not 
seen in flower, but the leaves are 
variegated with some yellow. It is be- 
ing offered in America by one or two 
nurseries under the name of Gold 
Blotch. The chances are that another 
plant being offered under the name 
aurea is the same thing. 

F. viridissima: This is another spe- 
cies discovered in China and intro- 
duced by Robert Fortune into Eng- 
land in 1844. It is offered by only a 
few American nurseries and is not 
nearly so handsome as F. suspensa 
fortunei. It is the least hardy of the 
species, only hardy in zone 6. 

However, both the species and its 
somewhat hardier Korean form (ko- 
reana), which, incidentally, is found 
in the neighborhood of Seoul, Ko- 
rea, and was introduced by the Ar- 
nold Arboretum in 1917, have a 
rather conspicuous bright purplish- 
red autumn color that gives them a 
second season of interest. Neverthe- 
less, viridissima should not be grown 
for this reason alone; so, because of 
its mediocre flowers and inability to 
surpass other forsythias in ornamen- 
tal characteristics, it might well be 
eliminated from commercial produc- 
tion. 

Forsythia viridissima bronxensis 
originated about 1939 at the New 
York Botanical Garden. It is very 
dwarf. In fact, 10-year-old plants are 
only about one foot tall and two feet

across. Its often prostrate branches 
do not root easily, and, because of 
its extremely slow growth and poor 
rooting ability, it is gradually being 
discontinued by most American nurs- 
erymen who originally stocked it 
shortly after it was introduced in 
1949. It does flower well, with the 
flowers borne either singly or in clus- 
ters of three. The leaves are elliptic 
oblong to lanceolate, one to one and 
one-half inches long and only about 
one-half inch wide. 


Horticultural Varieties 


Among horticultural varieties of 
forsythia, Arnold Dwarf originated 
as the result of a cross between F. in- 
termedia and F. japonica at the 
Arnold Arboretum in 1941. It is a 
low, dwarf forsythia, 6-year-old 
plants being only two to three feet 
tall but as much as seven feet across. 
The prostrate branches root readily 
wherever they touch moist soil, 
making this plant excellent for use 
as a ground cover. Though it may 
eventually grow five feet tall, the 
upright shoots can be easily cut off 
with brush scythe or pruners. 

Its ability to root quickly and to 


hold the soil rapidly, making a 
dense mat of interlocking woody 
stems and foliage, are its chief 


claims to fame. The greenish-yellow 
flowers are extremely small and 
sparsely produced, sometimes not 
appearing until the plant is eight 
years old, so that it should never be 
recommended for its flowers. 

Arnold Giant was also produced 
by the Arnold Arboretum as a re- 
sult of experimental breeding work. 
However, it is unfortunate that this 
plant was ever named and released. 
It is a colchicine-induced tetraploid, 
not easily propagated from cuttings. 
In a group as easy to root as the 
forsythias, this is reason enough for 
discarding it. Those nurseries that 
have it should discontinue it perma- 
nently. The flowers are large and 
deep yellow, but those of new varie- 
ties are now superior to them. Also, 
the habit is rather stiffly upright, 
whereas most forsythias are mark- 
edly graceful. 

Beatrix Farrand is a triploid for- 
sythia (a cross between a colchisine- 
induced tetraploid and F. ovata), 
originating in 1939 in the Arnold 
Arboretum as a result of crosses Dr. 
Karl Sax made. The size of its deep 
yellow flowers is large (see table), 
and it compares favorably with 
F. intermedia spectabilis when in full 
bloom. Plants listed in the trade 
simply as Farrand should bear the 
full name Beatrix Farrand.

There are several forsythias listed 
as “dwarf.” Those received at the 
arboretum under the names of F. 
suspensa Fortunei Nana, F. interme- 
dia “dwarf” and F. compacta nana 
are all identical and are probably a 
form of F. intermedia, since they all 
have lamellate pith between the 
nodes and solid pith at the nodes. 
The habit is wide spreading but 
rather ungainly for a dwarf shrub. 
This spring I hope to compare them 
all in flower and foliage. 

This form grows slowly—a 7-year- 
old plant is only three feet tall and 
four feet across, with very few if any 
flower buds. Plants 12 and 20 years 
old are under six feet in height and 
are eight to 12 feet across. These 
show flower buds, but the form is re- 
ported not to flower heavily. The 
flowers are comparatively small, a 
greenish yellow and certainly not 
outstanding; so that it is question- 
able whether this shrub, slow to pro- 
duce only mediocre flowers, should 
be grown commercially in quantity. 





AID PLANTING PROGRAM 

Over 100 B&B dogwood trees 
were recently prepared by the 
Neosho Nurseries, Neosho, Mo., as 
prizes in a flower box competition 
sponsored yearly by several Neosho 
citizens and organizations, including 
the nursery, to stimulate city beauti- 
fication. 

Originally, cash prizes were given 
to the winners of the competition, 
but the committee administering the 
flower box program voted last year 
to award dogwood trees instead, as 
these would make a permanent addi- 
tion to the spring beauty of the city. 
The trees were supplied by the Neo- 
sho Nurseries at cost; this year 95 
individuals and nine churches were 
awarded 161 trees. An article on the 
competition appearing recently in 
the Neosho News included instruc- 
tions provided by Joseph Weston, 
president of the nurseries, for plant- 
ing the dogwoods.

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New Methods Described 
At Propagators’ Meeting 


By Fred C. Galle 


Events of the first two days of the 
Plant Propagators’ Society meeting 
held December 3 to 6 at Cleveland, 
O., were reported in the January | 
and January 15 issues of this maga- 
zine. Summaries of the talks and dis- 
cussions presented Friday and Satur- 
day, December 5 and 6, are given in 
the following: 

Moderator for the Friday morning 
session was Ray Halward, Royal Bo- 
tanic Gardens, Hamilton, Ont., Can- 
ada, with the first part of the session 
dealing with “Propagation of Prun- 
us.” The first speaker, Richard O. 
Hampton, irrigation experiment sta- 
tion, Prosser, Wash., discussed the 
“Propagation of Virus-free Stone 
Fruit Varieties and Understock.” 

Beginning of Virus Studies 


Mr. Hampton stated that studies 
of viruses began in 1880 with peach 
yellows and that before 1930 there 
were only five viruses known on 
peaches. Studies today consist of the 
means of spread, the chemical com- 
position of viruses, the virus action 
within the plant and the possible 
controls. He stated that some viruses 
are local and found only in small 
areas; others, such as phony peach 
and peach yellows, are general and 
widespread. Necrotic ring spot is also 
a virus disease that is found to be 
rather general. 

He declared also that there has 
been a lack of standardization in 
the terminology used in the work 
with viruses, which has made the 
work somewhat difficult. The effects 
of viruses can be slight or strong, 
and the interaction of viruses may 
be serious, with death occuring in 
one to three years. Other viruses are 
masked and have no visible symp- 
toms, so that host plants are used 
for actual identification of the vi- 
ruses. He stated that all stone fruit 
viruses are graft transmitted and that 
some viruses such as necrotic ring 
spot can be transmitted by seed. 
Cherry yellows can also be trans- 
mitted in the soil, and it was stressed 
that propagation of prunus should be 
from approved index material or cer- 
tified virus-free material. Mr. Hamp- 
ton had a good set of slides illustrat- 
ing his talk, covering the registration 
of seed test program and registration 
of scion and source trees. The index 
plants are established in permanently 
isolated blocks and indexed for pos- 


sible virus infection at frequent in- 
tervals. 

He also stated that the insect 
conductors that carry these va- 
rious virus diseases are not always 
known and that two major problems 
in the producing of virus-free stone 
fruits are involved. One is the main- 
taining of the certified tree orchard 
and the problem of indexing and 
checking the trees in the orchard at 
frequent intervals to see that no in- 
festation of viruses has occurred. He 
stated that there are at least 50 stone 
fruit viruses known today and, in 
closing, Mr. Hampton stressed the 
need of avoiding the use of infected 
trees that are to be used for propaga- 
tion of prunus. 

Propagation of Prunus 

“Propagation of Prunus Species 
and Varieties” was the topic of W. A. 
Cumming, experimental _ station, 
Morden, Man., Canada. Mr. Cum- 


ming summarized information from 
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Morden, giving the results of select- 
ing of varieties since 1934. He stated 
that apricot rootstocks are not re- 
liable and that the variety Yerkesa 
is compatible with many prunus 
varieties. He stated also that Prunus 
fruticosa and P. tomentosa are hardy 
in the Canadian plains and hold 
promise. 

The speaker said that there has 
been little work done on hardy un- 
derstocks for ornamental prunus, as 
compared with fruit tree varieties 
Inverse root grafts are a means of 
increasing root formation of scions. 
In many cases, the rooted scions can 
be removed in one year. An inverse 
root graft is handled in the standard 
fashion, except that the root piece is 
placed upside down. 

It was stated that some prunus is 
propagated by root cuttings and best 
results are from 1 to 2-year-old own- 
root trees. Root cuttings are started 
in the winter months in the green- 
house and given one week of warm 
treatment to develop adventitious 
bud roots. In general, it is difficult 
to propagate prunus. Asexually, soft- 
wood cuttings are normally used; 
hormone treatments are helpful, and 
lateral growth generally better 
than terminal growth. Transplanting 
and establishment of the rooted cut- 
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that the cuttings be left undisturbed 
for one year. 

Mr. Cumming advised the sowing 
of prunus seeds immediately on col- 
lecting. He stated that the drying 
out of seeds reduces germination and 
that this is even more important with 
the early-ripening varieties. 

David Paterson, Longwood Gar- 
dens, Kennett Square, Pa., reported 
on “Propagation of Flowering Cher- 
ries from Cuttings,” giving the re- 
sults of a 2-year study. In 1957, cut- 
tings were taken in August, six to 
eight inches in length, from 2 to 
3-year-old trees. He stated that both 
soft terminal cuttings and the firmer 
wood of lateral cuttings were used 
for varieties handled under mist. 
There was 90 per cent rooting in four 
weeks. The highest mortality was 
found in the tip cuttings, and this 
occurred during the hardening off 
process. 

In 1958. cuttings of Prunus sub- 
hirtella were used and heavy cuttings 
gave best results. Use of Hormodin 
No. 2 gave 80 per cent rooting; Hor- 
modin No. 3, 92 per cent, and 2 
per cent I.B.A., 91 per cent. Addi- 
tional work on the propagation of 
cherries will be carried on by the 
staff at Longwood Gardens. 

The session on the propagation of 
hardwood cuttings was begun by a

paper by Phillip W. Worth, Kanka- 
kee Nursery Co., Kankakee, IIl., on 
the “Growing of Fall Stock Hard- 
wood Cuttings.” Mr. Worth stated 
that he used fall cuttings to save 
labor. Cuttings are taken, generally 
from September 15 to October 10, 
and go directly to the field. 
One-Year-Old Wood Used 

He is experimenting at present on 
applying fertilizer to the stock plants. 
One-year-old wood is used for cut- 
tings, and cuttings are sawed into 


8-inch lengths in the fall and 7-inch 
in the spring. Cuttings are about the 
thickness of a pencil in diameter. 
This talk was supplemented with a 
series of color slides, showing the 
complete operation. 

Cuttings are taken while still in 
leaf, packed in bundles and placed 
in peat moss to sweat off the leaves. 
The cuttings are then placed in dou- 
ble rows six inches apart and with 
$2 inches between each pair for 
cultivation. Cuttings are placed ap- 
proximately one and one-half inches 
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apart in the rows and stuck so that 
only one inch of the top part is 
above ground. The soil is then pulled 
up over the cuttings, but during the 
winter months the loose, friable soil 
settles down, exposing the top of the 
cuttings. No hormones are used with 
this procedure. It was stated that the 
fall handling of the hardwood cut- 
tings reduces labor considerably. In 
closing, Mr. Worth said some cut- 
tings, such as forsythia, are best 
taken in the spring. 


Magnolias and Viburnums 


“Propagation of Magnolias and 
Viburnums by Hardwood Cuttings” 
was reported by John Ravenstein, 
Mentor, O. He reported that long 
cuttings of Magnolia soulangeana, 18 
to 24 inches, were taken during No- 
vember, wounded heavily and treat- 
ed with hormones. Cuttings were 
laid horizontally in greenhouse 
benches, in peat, with a layer of 
sphagnum on top of the cuttings. No 
moisture was added. Three weeks 
after the cuttings were placed in the 
bench, they were removed and put 
in pots and allowed to grow the rest 
of the season in the greenhouse. This 
work is still under experimentation, 
reported Mr. Ravenstein. For Vi- 
burnum carlesi, long, hardwood cut- 
tings were taken from 1-year-old bud 
stock. No percentages were given on 
results. 

A paper on “Fall Grafting of 
Spruce and Other Conifers” was 
given by Hans Nienstaedt, lake states 
forest experimental station, Rhine- 
lander, Wis. Mr. Nienstaedt said that 
the foresters have been looking to 
men in horticulture for help in this 
work and only recently became in- 
terested in grafting of forest trees 
in the forest improvement program. 

Two-year-old seedlings of white 
and Norway spruce were used for 
understock. Seedlings are potted in 
4-inch pots and established for graft- 
ing. Grafting is started in mid-Sep- 
tember. Scions of white spruce usu- 
ally are 3 inches in length. Various 
chilling and photoperiod treatments 
were reported. 

In summer, only well-established 
rootstocks should be used, and no 
specific treatment is necessary. It 
was advised, however, that heat is 
needed after grafting and then chill- 
ing to break the dormancy of the 
scion wood. Effort is being made to 
get three flushes of growth of the 
established scion in one season, rather 
than the normal one flush of growth, 
which is commonly accepted. With 
various chilling treatments and long- 
day periods, this result has been ac- 
complished. Mr. Nienstaedt also re- 
ported on the grafting of other 
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spruce species on white spruce un- 
derstock. An excellent series of color 
slides and charts supplemented the 
talk. 

For field propagation on white 
pine, grafting is done high on seed- 
ling understock during the summer, 
the grafts being enclosed in poly- 
ethylene bags and then covered with 
paper bags. It was believed that this 
procedure could be used on _horti- 
cultural plants. Mr. Nienstaedt’s re- 
port indicated that the station’s main 
interest at the present time is to 
get genotypic plants that can be used 
in experimental work and hybridiz- 
ing programs. 


Discuss Woody Ornamentals 


Friday afternoon’s session was de- 
voted to the topic, “Noteworthy 
Woody Ornamentals.” A. R. Buck- 
ley of the Dominion Arboretum, Ot- 
tawa, Ont., Canada, served as mod- 
erator of the session. The first group 
of plants discussed was of a southern 
nature, the speaker being Fred Galle, 
Ida Cason Callaway Gardens, Pine 
Mountain, Ga. Slides used for the 
discussion included pictures of many 
native azaleas and hollies, which are 
under study at the gardens. 

Miss Mary Milton, of the Morris 
Arboretum, Philadelphia, Pa., was 
the second speaker, showing a series 
of slides with her discussion of plants 
of the Philadelphia area. Over 75 
different plants were shown, many 
in good close-up photographs of 
flowers or fruiting characteristics. 
This lecture proved to be highly in- 
teresting in light of the fact that the 
group’s meeting will, next year, be 
at Philadelphia. It was brought out 
in the discussion that many of the 
plants that are normally considered 
adapted only to the south are grown 
equally well at Philadelphia. This 
group includes crape myrtle, nan- 
dina and Photinia serrulata. 


Plant Exploration Program 


Cooperative plant exploration, a 
new program sponsored by Long- 
wood Gardens, was discussed by Dr. 
Walter H. Hodge, of the gardens. Dr. 
Hodge, formerly of the new crops 
research branch, United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, Beltsville, 
Md., reported first on the research 
development program of the depart- 
ment. Dr. Hodge had an informative 
lecture with color slides from all 
parts of the world, where plant ex- 
ploration has been undertaken. Pres- 
ently, Longwood Gardens are spon- 
soring a cooperative program with 
the new crops research branch and 
have had explorations into Japan, 
southern Europe and Australia. 
Slides showed these areas, in addi- 
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tion to plants which were obtained -

Each speaker 
on this afternoon session of woody 
ornamentals had a mimeographed 
list of the plants that were under dis- 
cussion, so that the viewers could 
check the plants during the talks. 
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Friday evening the feature was the 
annual plant propagation question 
box, the moderator of this interest- 
ing session being Dr. Sidney Wax- 
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man, of the University of Connecti- 
cut, Storrs. During the course of the 
meeting, cards were available for 
members to submit questions, and 
these were compiled and discussed 
by members who were picked either 
by the moderator or by any member 
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duction of mutations through radia- 
tion work was helpful. A series of 
interesting slides of plants developed 
at the Arnold Arboretum was shown, 
the slides including crab apples, such 
as Henrietta Crosby, Henrietta Du- 
Pont, Catherine, Dorothea, Sargent, 
Rosea and others. Prunus subhirtella 
Olivette was shown. Slides of the 
hybrid forsythias developed at the 
Arnold Arboretum included Beatrix 
Farrand, Arnold Dwarf and _ the 
tetraploid hybrids. Also shown was 
the Merrill magnolia, which has 
larger flowers and is faster growing 
than Magnolia stellata. 


Viburnum Seed Germination 


A paper on “Viburnum Seed Ger- 
mination” was read by Dr. Lela Bar- 
ton, Boyce Thompson Institute, 
Yonkers, N. Y., and she also showed 
slides. She stated that the failure of 
seeds to germinate is generally due 
to an impermeable seed coat or dor- 
mant embryos. There are many com- 
binations of these two factors. There 
can also be epicotyl dormancy or 
root and shoot dormancy failure in 
seed germination. There is the rare 
case of having both combinations, 
such as found with the lily of the 
valley. The first requirement is to 
break the dormancy for root growth 
and then break dormancy for shoot 
growth. Viburnum seeds have two 
phases of germination, and Dr. Bar- 
ton reported on tests conducted at 
the Boyce Thompson Institute in 
which 10 species of viburnum were 
used. Viburnums basically have an 
epicotyl dormancy. For root produc- 
tion, seeds require 60 to 78 de- 
grees Fahrenheit. However, this may 
vary according to species. After root 
growth, low temperatures are re- 
quired for shoot elongation; a stor- 
age temperature of 41 to 50 degrees, 
for the ripening of the epicotyl, for a 
period of three to four months is re- 
quired. 

With viburnum seeds, it is neces- 
sary to remove the seed coat, for it 
is reported to be an inhibiting factor 
in seed germination. In closing her 
talk, Dr. Barton stated that it is best 
to store cleaned seed first at a low 
temperature and then in a warm 
temperature when germination is 
started for root growth. 

Following up a discussion of sev- 
eral years ago, Dr. Barton reported 
that epicotyl dormancy of tree pe- 
onies was broken in experiments 
with the use of gibberellic acid; how- 
ever, this is still experimental, for 
abnormal extension growth of seed- 
lings is occurring. To a question 
asked about the germination of Ilex 
opaca seeds, she stated that these 
seeds have an immature embryo, and 
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the best way is to plant them. Some 
seedlings will grow the first year, 
some the second year and some the 
third year. 


Water In Plant Growth 


“Basic Water Relations to Good 
Soil Management and Balanced 
Plant Growth” was the topic of a 
talk by L. L. Baumgartner, Baum- 
landa Horticultural Research Lab- 
oratory, Croton Falls, N. Y. Start- 
ing this discussion, Mr. Baumgart- 
ner planned to follow the basic prin- 
ciples with the use of nursery termin- 
ology. The greatest advantage of 
rainwater is the low cost, although 
it has many disadvantages, including 
the unpredictable pattern of excess 
or inadequate supply, but it does 
produce reserves for proper irriga- 
tion. The commonest method is over- 
head irrigation. One should check to 
see that water is getting to the root 
zone, and this can only be done by 
examining the soil. Less than one 
inch of rainfall has no value, he 
stated. Insecticides, as well as ferti- 
lizers, can be put into irrigation 
water, but incorporation of fungi- 
cides has not been successful. Most 
problems developing from irrigation 
result from methods of applying, 
rather than from the equipment. Mr. 
Baumgartner then discussed soil 
structure and soil fertility and dia- 
gramatically explained the term pH. 

Dr. J. C. Brown, U. S. D. A. agri- 
cultural research service, Beltsville, 
Md., spoke on “Genotype of Root- 
stock as a Factor in Plant Nutrition, 
with Emphasis on Iron Chlorosis.” 
Dr. Brown began his discussion after 
showing a series of slides that pointed 
up the features of his talk. He stated 
that plant species and varieties do 
not react the same to chlorosis and 
that one should look for a soil me- 
dium that gives maximum root 
growth. Photographs of plants given 
radioactive iron showed the immobil- 
ity of iron in plants and indicated 
the continuous need of iron for good 
plant growth. Increasing the supply 
of phosphorus generally increases 
iron deficiency, it was said. Many 
plants will withstand an excess of 
copper, while others will not. 

Study of mineral nutrition is es- 
sential, as extreme variation in plant 
response has been noted. The speak- 
er said that nurserymen should know 
where their plant food is going and 
the possible effect in chlorosis. He 
did not recommend the use of high 
phosphate fertilizations, but stated 
that it is essential to consider the 
use of calcium. In closing, Dr. Brown 
stated that there is good promise of 
Betting genotype rootstock in rela- 
tion to plant nutrition. 

Moderating Saturday afternoon’s 
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session was Zophar Warner, Warner 
Nurseries, Willoughby, O. The first 
paper, “Observations at East Malling 
Research Station,” was given by 
L. S. O'Rourke, Michigan State 
University, East Lansing, Mich. Mr, 
O’Rourke had slides showing his re- 
cent trip to the East Malling station 
and reported on its method of using 
hardwood cuttings of many of the 
Malling rootstock apple varieties.

He stated that hardwood cuttings 
taken from hedges root as well as 
those from the old standard stooling 
or mound-layering treatment. His 
discussion covered the stooling pro. 
cedure, and slides showed the va- 
rious hedges and the production and 
development of hedges for propaga- 
tion purposes. One explanation for 
the success of hedges is that they 
are constantly in a vegetative condi- 
tion, as the shearing continually re- 
moves the flower formations, and 
only vigorous growth is obtained. 

Other slides illustrated the method 
of handling hardwood cuttings taken 
in the fall and stored in coldframes 
at 45 degrees Fahrenheit and then 
lined out in the spring. The cold- 
frames are covered with straw mat- 
ting during the winter. Virus-infect- 
ed and noninfected quince stock in 
Switzerland were among other items 
shown. 


Speaker-Exhibitor Symposium 


The speaker-exhibitor symposium 
closed the Saturday afternoon ses- 
sion. The first speaker was Sylvester 
G. March, of the National Arbore- 
tum, talking on “Hardy Eucalyptus.” 
Mr. March stated that there are 
over 500 species of eucalyptus and 
told of the importance of these trees 
in their native areas, where they are 
used for the bark tannin, food, es- 
sential oil, lumber and charcoal. He 
stated that in California the eucalyp- 
tus is used mainly as an ornamental 
street tree and discussed several areas 
where eucalyptus is found. In 1947, 
the arboretum received seeds of 
eucalyptus from some of the coldest 
regions in Australia and these were 
the seeds from which the seedlings 
were grown that were planted at the 
arboretum. He stated that some eu- 
calyptus could be considered as 
herbaceous plants, whose top will be 
killed in winter, while others will be 
top hardy. He stated that seeds are 
the standard means of propagation; 
cuttings have been unsuccessful. 
Propagation by grafting is successful, 
and layering is also practiced on the 
west coast. Mr. March discussed the 
eight species of eucalyptus that are 
growing satisfactorily at Washington 
and that withstood the cold wintet 
of 1957. The outstanding species was 
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ties patented in West Germany and 
the use of polyethylene bags to cover 
buds such as those of walnut and 
pecan trees were mentioned. The use 
of black polyethylene on walnut 
patch buds gave even better results 
than the clear polyethylene. Plastic 
patches have an adhesive surface and 
are satisfactory for use on walnut 
patch buds in California. Elastic 
transparent strips of plastic have 
been used satisfactorily as a replace- 
ment for rubber strips in some of 
the southern states. 


Liquid Fertilizer for Cuttings 


Richard Zimmerman, Rutgers 
University, New Brunswick, N. J., 
reported on the “Effects of Liquid 
Fertilizer on Rooting of Cuttings,” 
telling the experimental work being 
carried on in the horticulture depart- 
ment. He stated that the soaking of 
privet cuttings in nutrient solutions 
had no effect on their rooting; how- 
ever, cuttings treated while in the 
propagation bed at 4-day intervals 
showed better rooting and _ root 
growth. 

For taxus cuttings the best results 
followed applying the nutrient solu- 
tions after the roots had developed. 
However, with pyracanthas the best 
results were obtained when the nu- 
trient solution was applied before 
the roots developed. More experi- 
mental work is required in this field. 

Frank Turner, Springfield, O., 
talked on “Form Variations in Taxus 
as Related to Source of Cutting on 
Stock Plant.” Mr. Turner stressed 
the importance of selecting cuttings 
with reference to their position on the 
plant. Current studies show that 
many of the forms and strains of 
taxus being reported are due to va- 
riations in the cutting source on the 
plant. Taxus browni is found in both 
a globe and upright form. Variable 
forms appear in Taxus hicksi, and 
there are many varieties which have 
both upright and spreading forms, 
depending upon where the cuttings 
were taken from the parent plant. 
Mr. ‘turner pointed out that nurs- 
erymen should take warning. The 
differences occurring from _ these 
types of cuttings may not be true 
plant variations and no standard rule 
of nomenclature can be used to de- 
scribe what the plant really is. 

Reports Student Project 

Harvey Gray, Farmingdale, N. Y., 
told of a student class project with 
Tsuga canadensis cuttings. Over 
1,500 cuttings were made from 1- 
year-old wood. The bottom was 
stripped, the top portion was cut 
back and some of the side branches 
were trimmed. A spiral wound at the 
base of the cutting was found to be

greenhouses, each 25x44 feet, with 
five isolation rooms, each about nine 
feet square, in one of the green- 
houses. Both ground beds and raised 
beds are in use. Automatic ventila- 
tion, automatic bench lighting, a hot- 
water heating system self-contained 
in the Clinic building and a steam 
boiler for sterilization of beds and 
the operation of a soil sterilization 
chamber are added features. The 
usual equipment, such as micro- 
scopes, an autoclave and a hot-air 
sterilizer, is found in the pathology 
laboratory, where Mr. Spilker works 
with fungi, bacteria and nematodes 
in attempts to pin down the causes 
of innumerable plant troubles. 

Air-conditioned offices with ade- 
quate storage, built-in book shelves, 
modern lighting and modern color 
schemes create a pleasing atmos- 
phere in the Clinic building. Base- 
ment space provides a large meeting 
room, rooms for heating and venti- 
lating equipment and general storage 
and a refrigeration room for plant 
storage. A fumigation chamber is in- 
cluded in the list of equipment con- 
sidered for the future. Landscaping 
of the building and grounds is sched- 
uled to be started this year.

Spilker, Harold L. Porter, head of 
the clinic, is assisted by Aaron C.

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Madry, horticulturist. who is in 
charge of operating the greenhouses 
and outdoor nursery areas. It is ex- 
pected that the staff will soon be aug- 
mented by an entomologist stationed 
at the clinic. Heretofore, it has been 
necessary to ask Dr. Ralph Neiswan- 
der, of the agriculture experiment 
station entomology staff, to make 
many insect and mite determinations 
and control recommendations each 
year. Likewise, other members of the 
experiment station and university 
entomology, plant pathology and 
horticulture staffs have aided great- 
ly the cause of nursery pest control 
by providing information and advice 
to the inspection staff. While in the 
future their assistance will be appre- 
ciated as much as ever, the service 
of the clinic staff may make possible 
fewer demands on their time. 

The staff and facilities of the new 
plant pest laboratory experienced a 
vigorous breaking-in period during 
the summer and fall of 1958 with 
specimens for test and diagnosis ar- 
riving almost daily from the nursery 
inspection staff of 13 fieldmen. In 
addition to trueness-to-name studies, 
viability studies and diagnosing 
plant pest troubles submitted to the 
laboratory by inspectors, nursery- 
men and the general public, the fol- 
lowing projects are contemplated: 
Fumigation studies, work on virus 
diseases of raspberries and 
fruits and thermal treatment of bud 
stocks—a method of eliminating vi- 
ruses from propagating material. 
While the work plans of the staff in- 
volve aspects of research, the clinic 
and, indeed, the entire laboratory 
center of the Ohio department of 
agriculture, functions for the pur- 
pose of aiding the administration 
and enforcement of the laws and 
regulations especially pertaining to 
agricultural industries in Ohio; re- 
search for publication is not done, as 
this service to agriculture is carried 
on at the Ohio State University and 
the Ohio agricultural experiment 
station.

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latter group. He was active last fall 
in the planning and execution of a 
project described as the nation’s 
first retail school for garden center 
salesclerks. 

Mr. Laird was born in Chesterfield 
county, Virginia, in 1904 and was 
graduated from John Marshall high 
school in 1923. After three years’ 
work with the Chesapeake & Ohio 
railway, he gained his first land- 
scape experience working on _ the 
extensive development project then 
under way in the Windsor Farms 
section of Richmond. He _ subse- 
quently joined the staff of a local 
nursery, leaving it 11 years later to 
take a position as Richmond branch 
manager for a Norfolk nursery. 

Mr. Laird purchased a 19-acre 
tract on Broad Street road, Rich- 
mond, and opened his own business 
there in 1940, with one employee. 
He later acquired 219 acres adjacent 
to the original property, leased three 
other farms nearby and now operates 
a total of 300 acres. According to 
the newspaper article, Laird’s Nurs- 
eries opened the first garden center 
in the Richmond area in 1952. All 
retail sales are now handled at 
Laird’s Garden Center, and Laird’s 
Nurseries operate as a_ wholesale 
nursery and landscaping company, 
the two enterprises employing about 
45 persons. 

The newspaper states that Mr. 
Laird is responsible for much of the 
current popularity of camellias in 
the area. From 1943 to 1948, he 
conducted tests of many camellia 
varieties and disproved the popular 
belief that the plants were too fragile 
for Richmond winters.

blocks were cho- 
sen because of fire regulations, 
nomics and the type of the store. 
While modern concepts have been 
employed wherever possible, this has 
not been at the expense of the over- 
all charm. For example, the doors 
are made of wood. Sleek aluminum 
or all-glass doors might represent 
ultramodern design, but would be 
out of character for this residential 
and garden atmosphere. 

The black-topped walks have been 
carefully conceived. The narrowest 
is four feet wide, and most of them 
are five to seven feet wide. The cen- 
tral diagonal aisle is 10 feet wide, 
and the walkway through the plas- 
tic covered vista is 16 feet wide. 

This fiber glass topped area is an 
interesting and versatile feature. It 
provides +,600 square feet of shel- 
tered display area all year. Recently, 
displays of azaleas, camellias and 
primroses in perfect condition were 
maintained there. Subjected to the 
frequent heavy rains of the 
many of these plants would have 
been damaged, if not rendered unsal- 
able.

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tral chapter of the California Asso- 
ciation of Nurserymen and guests 
before the regular chapter meeting, 
and it rained continually during the 
evening. But the extensively cov- 
ered area enabled those present to 
examine the nursery in comfort. The 
employees share the convenience of 
the shelter, since bordering it are the 
store, office, lunchroom, rest rooms 
and storage areas. The store and 
office have radiant heating, as well 
as forced refrigerated air for cool- 
ing the office in summer. 

Filon supplied the fiber glass in a 
yellow that blends with the soft yel- 
lows and greens used throughout the 
nursery. The color enhances the at- 
tractiveness of the area, which has 
numerous possibilities for meetings 
by outside organizations. The 10- 
foot aisle approaching this vista of- 
fers additional seating facilities. 

The plastic can be cooled in hot 
summer weather by turning on 38 
sprinklers from two stations. Drain- 
age is picked up by galvanized gut- 
ters. Large water mains permit turn- 
ing on all overhead sprinklers at 
once, if desired. Plants under the 
lath house can be watered from 54 
overhead sprinklers, eight sections at 
a time, served by seven stations. 
Plants outside the lath area are irri- 
gated by hose from bibs. 


Display Beds 


Display beds under the lath area 
are topped with crushed rock and 
drained by terra-cotta tile. Outside 
lath house beds are filled with shav- 
ings for heeling in bare-root plants 
in season. Each bed is equipped with 
an attractive redwood roof-shaped 
display panel running through the 
center of the bed at a height and 
angle permitting easy viewing by cus- 
tomers. One-gallon and _ 5-gallon 
sizes of the same variety are placed 
in the same bed on either side of the 
display for easy comparison. The 
salesman does not have to walk to 
different areas to make comparisons 
and has a good opportunity to up- 
grade the sale. 

All supporting steel posts are 
placed in the display beds so as not 
to interfere with traffic flow. The 
display beds are 20 feet in length, 
rather than the usual length of 40 
feet. They were made that size be- 
cause of the ever-increasing labor 
costs. The salesman saves steps by 
not having to walk around the larger 
beds. However, this space can be 
utilized for plants. The wide, black- 
top paths connecting all beds permit 
the placing of additional stock on 
the edge of the walk in anticipation 
of heavy selling days. As plants are 
sold, the walks are cleared. Then

the display bed, and the long trips 
to replenish stock from far points 
of the nursery are reduced, if not 
avoided. 

Stock Handling Facilitated 


Display tables serve a dual pur- 
pose. They have removable side- 
boards that permit heeling in and 
display of bare-root roses and other 
small plants in season. With the side- 
boards removed, the tables are used 
for bedding plants in spring and 
summer. A nearby counter speeds 
service by providing wrapping paper, 
shingle tow and bedding plant bas- 
kets. These display tables are within 
a few feet of the roadways around 
the perimeter of the nursery. In fact, 
everything required for sale and for 
service can be unloaded within 70 
feet of where it is to be placed, sav- 
ing much handling and hauling. The 
roadways and unloading areas are 
of sufficient size to make maneuver- 
ing easy for the delivery trucks of 
suppliers. 

A storage covering 
1,000 square feet extends along the 
Nursery lane side. One side opens 
onto the street where trucks may 
unload bulk goods right where cus- 
tomers will be loading their cars. The 
other side of the long narrow stor- 
age area opens into the plastic-cov- 
ered area for access to the lath house. 
Overhead doors add to the accessi- 
bility on both sides.

COUNTY AGENTS HELP 

Approximately 35 Michigan coun- 
ty extension agents spent a day re- 
cently at Michigan State University, 
East Lansing, in an in-service train- 
ing session, concentrating on learn- 
ing more about bedding plants, 
greenhouse crops and floricultural 
crops and also something about 
nursery and landscape plant mate- 
rials. 

As you are probably aware, these 
county extension agents are part of 
the cooperative extension service of 
the land-grant university in Michi- 
gan, Michigan State University, and 
are unique in being supported by 
the federal, state and county gov- 
ernments (the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, the state legis- 


lature and the county board of 
supervisors). All 83 counties in 
Michigan are represented by 79 


county offices, which are staffed by 
one or more agricultural agents. 

Some of the 35 agents who at- 
tended the educational are 
from strictly rural counties and some 
of them are 4-H Club agents, which 
indicates the increasingly important 
role that floriculture and ornamental 
horticulture are playing in the life of 
Michigan residents. As more and 
more of the population moves from 
the farm to rural nonfarm and urban 
areas, this specialized part of horti- 
culture becomes more and more im- 
portant. 

This trend is not only found in 
Michigan but is apparent over the 
entire United States. Statistical 
summaries of county agents’ work 
show that more and more time is 
being spent with rural nonfarm and 
urban families, with an increasing 
portion of this time allotted to the 
surroundings of the home and in- 
terior decoration with plants. For 
example: County extension agents 
assisted 3,315,791 farm families with 
agricultural practices in 1957, 1,- 
232,183 rural nonfarm families and 
2,271,315 urban families. Compar- 
ing these figures percentagewise with 
those of 1954, for example, we find 
that assistance with farm families 
decreased 3.3 per cent in agricul- 
tural practices, while it increased 
27.7 per cent with rural nonfarm 
families and 60 per cent with urban 
families. An increasing percentage of 
this shift in assistance is directed to- 
ward assistance with horticultural 
problems.

east corner of the state, centralized 
in Wayne, Oakland and Macomb 
counties. Since 1953, 2,264 new sub- 
divisions have been registered and 
constructed—631 in Wayne county, 
695 in Macomb and 938 in Oakland. 
This tremendous influx of new 
homeowners opens a vast market for 
floricultural crops, green plants and 
nursery material. To give the great- 
est amount of service to the people 
in this county, today’s county ex- 
tension agent must be well versed 
in this type of crop. 

Statistical summaries of the work 
done during 1958 in the tri-county 
area of Macomb, Oakland and 
Wayne counties reveals that the 
shift toward urban work is continu- 
ing. In 1958, of the different fam- 
ilies assisted in adopting agricultural 
practices, 4 per cent was rural, 29 
per cent rural nonfarm and 67 per 
cent urban. In the field of orna- 
mental horticulture, of the total dif- 
ferent individuals assisted to adopt 
agricultural practices, different from 
those they formerly employed, 20,- 
000, or 34 per cent, were assisted 
in landscaping the home grounds, 
while 38,560, or 66 per cent, were 
assisted in the field of flowers, lawns 
and ornamental shrubs.

EASTERN ARBORISTS’ 
CERTIFICATION PROGRAM 


To assure homeowners of top- 
quality arborist service and to pro- 
tect them from unskilled operators, 
the Massachusetts Arborists’ Associ- 
ation recently launched a program 
of certification for its members. To 
qualify as a certified arborist, a 
member must be at least 21 years of 
age and a citizen of the United 
States and have successfully passed 
a written, field and oral examina- 
tion. Requirements to take such an 
examination include at least two 
years of practical experience in all 
phases of tree care, including feed- 
ing, spraying, pest control and gen- 
eral maintenance. 

Having successfully passed the ex- 
amination, applicants are required 
to show proof of complete insurance 
coverage for the clients whom they 
serve, as well as for their own pro- 
tection. In addition to carrying an 
authorized membership card, all 
certified arborists are permitted to 
use the emblem of the association on 
their trucks and equipment. 

Examinations for prospective ar- 
borists are given twice annually at 
the Waltham field station of the Un-

Blaze was selected from the progeny 
of the cross Collins x Fanny made 
at Urbana in 1939 under the direc- 
tion of Dr. M. J. Dorsey. It was first 
selected in 1951 and has fruited in 
small test plantings at Urbana and 
in southern Illinois for the past two 
years. 

Blaze is said to mature three and 
one-half weeks before Jonathan, or 
approximately August | in southern 
Illinois. The fruit is of medium size 
and round-oblate in vertical section 
and round in cross section. The skin 
is three-fourths covered with me- 
dium self red overcolor on a bright 
yellow ground color, and the lenti- 
cels are inconspicuous. The skin is 
thin and tough and exhibits an at- 
tractive, smooth, glossy finish.

The W. S. N. A. believes it is the 
first nursery association to adopt 
standards relating height to caliper 
in all the seedling and transplant 
sizes. After these standards are used 
for one season, the W. S. N. A. will 
suggest that they be incorporated 
into the American Standard for 
Nursery Stock, sponsored by the 
American Association of Nursery- 
men. 

Another cooperative selling plan 
launched by the group is the pack- 
aging of other kinds of nursery stock 
in cans, wrapped in polyethylene and 
placed in master shipping contain- 
ers. A large quantity of this stock, 
which also has to meet W. S. N. A. 
standards, has been sold to some of 
the large supermarkets in the De- 
troit and Saginaw areas. 

The Michigan seedling growers 
have requested state senate investi- 
gation of all government production 
of nursery stock to try to combat 
the growing competition from the 
local federal soil conservation dis- 
trict nurseries and the Michigan 
conservation department nurseries. 
Senators Geerling and Hutchinson 
of Ottawa and Allegan counties, re- 
spectively, will ask that a commit- 
tee be formed this summer to in- 
vestigate all of the aspects of the 
Michigan state tax supported agen- 
cies competing with private nurs- 
eries.

COMANCHE PEACH 

The Illinois agricultural experi- 
ment station, Urbana, has released 
for propagation the peach variety 
Comanche, formerly tested as K76. 
Comanche was selected from the 
progeny of the cross Vedette x Hale- 
haven made at Olney in 1937 by Dr. 
M. J. Dorsey. It was first selected 
in 1941 and has fruited in small 
widely distributed test plantings 
since that time. 

Comanche is said to mature three 
days before Redhaven or four weeks 
before Elberta in southern Illinois. 
The fruit is medium size and gener- 
ally round. The skin is three-fourths 
covered with bright red overcolor 
on a yellow ground color. The flesh 
is yellow, firm, of medium texture, 
melting, mildly subacid and of good 
quality. As Redhaven’s the stone is 
semifree at maturity and fully free 
when ripe. Compared with Red- 
haven, Comanche has more smooth- 
ly shaped fruits on heavily producing 
trees, has more red flesh at the su- 
ture, has a less acid flavor and ma- 
tures three days earlier.

haven’s. The self-fruitful flower buds 
are as hardy as Redhaven in dor- 
many, and bloom occurs with Red- 
haven. The flowers have showy 
petals, and the foliar glands are 
small reniform. Like Redhaven, the 
tree is moderately resistant to bac- 
terial spot. 

In view of the performance of 
Comanche in Texas and southern 
Illinois, Comanche is recommended 
by the experiment station for trial 
plantings in Texas and other south- 
ern commercial peach regions as a 
replacement for Redhaven.

STUDY BENEFICIAL FUNGI 


Unlike most research on plant 
fungi, which is aimed at destroying 
the organisms, studies now is prog- 
ress at the agricultural research cen- 
ter, Beltsville, Md., are aimed at 
identifying and spreading the most 
beneficial of the mycorrhizal fungi, 
which have been found to aid plant 
growth directly. These fungi pene- 
trate the roots of trees and shrubs 
and help them absorb nutrients from 
the soil, improving growth, particu- 
larly in infertile soils. 

Preliminary work in the Beltsville 
research project, which was reported 
in a recent issue of Agricultural Re- 
search, a publication of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
has established that a pretreatment 
of methyl bromide will reduce other 
soil fungi sufficiently during the first 
growing season so that the effect on 
seedling growth of a specific fungus 
can be studied and evaluated. 

The next step, on which research 
workers are now engaged, is finding 
an efficient method of inoculating 
the soil with the chosen fungus. If 
the project is successful and the most 
beneficial of the mycorrhizal fungi 
are identified, the final problem will 
be that of transplanting them to 
areas where they may become estab- 
lished to be become effective.
